DRUG REPORTER 


CHECK RETURNS 
OF MERCHANDISE 


Definite Sales to Be Rule 
Under War Industries 
Board Regulation. 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 

Manufacturers, wholesalers and sales- 
men on paints, drugs, food oils, soaps and 
perfumeries, fertilizers, and, in fact, all 
commodities are appealed to by the War 
Industries Board to assist the railroads 
and business generally during the war 
period by elimination of the unnecessary 
return of merchandise to the place of pro- 


duction. 

It results in double transportation of 
goods to and from the purchaser, and is a 
needless and wasteful use of shipping 
space when the transportation facilities 


of the country must be conserved that 
the movement of troops, supplies, muni- 
tions and shipping materials may be un- 
hampered. 

The Conservation Division of the War 
Industries Board has issued a special ap- 
peal to retailers, wholesalers and manu- 
facturers in every industry and trade to 
co-operate with each other for the elimi- 
nation of all unjustifiable returns of mer- 
chandise. 

This request is not intended to interfere 
with the return of merchandise when 
there has been an error on the part of the 
seller as to price, style or quality, misin- 
terpretation of order, unauthorized sub- 
stitution, or when merchandise is inferior 
or not up to sample. When goods are 
delivered, “as bought,’’ however, they 
should not be returned to the seller. If 
merchandise is to be returned because of 
substitution or error of any kind, notice 
should be given by the purchaser within 
10 days after the receipt of the goods that 
return is intended. Ample time should, of 
course, be allowed for explanation of prof- 
fered adjustment. Salesmen should make 
“definite” sales only. In_ their travels, 
furthermore, they can be of particular as- 
sistance by enlisting the co-operation of 
their customers for careful selection and 
purchase of merchandise so that returns 
will be unnecessary. 

Whole-hearted compliance with this re- 
quest in the spirit of husbanding our 
resources and eliminating waste of trans- 
portation, materials, and labor will be a 
substantial contribution by the merchants 
and manufacturers of the country to our 
general welfare and the success of the 
war program. 


LATE MARKETS. 
St. Louis Oxide Market. 


St. Louis, Oct. 8, 1918. 


The demand for zinc oxides, both leaded and 
lead free, is reported good in this territory. 
Trading continues steadily, both for spot and 
future shipment, and a little fresh business 
has developed within the last week. 

An important and depressing development of 
the week was the spread of the Spanish influ- 
enza epidemic to the plants of one of the big 
local mannfacturers. The disease has made 
serious inroads into all classes of labor, to 
such an extent in this particular industry that 
the East St. Louis plant of one of the zinc 
companies was compelled to operate half its 
furnaces on ‘‘dead fire’’ throughout the week. 
Prices remain unchanged. American process 
zine oxide is quoted as follows:—Lead free, 
10%c. per pound in carload lots and lic. in less 
than carload lots; leaded grades, 5 per cent. 
lead sulphate, 10@104c. per pound; 10 per cent. 
lead sulphate, 9%@10c. per pound, all prices 
being f. o. b. nearby mills.

CHLORINE CONTROL 
MADE TIGHTER 


Consumption by Paper and 
Pulp Interests Reduced 


to Minimum. 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 

Use of chlorine in any form in the 

pulp and paper industry is going to be 
reduced to a minimum to release the 
maximum amount for use in explosives. 
This assurance was given by the War 
Industries Board following a conference 
with the trade. Suggestions made by the 
government officials as necessary in the 
program of conservation will be adopted 
by the industry. ‘They are so arranged 
4s to put the various branches of the 
industry on the same relative percentage 
of Consumption of chiorine as normauy. 
: Brielly, the sulphite peopie must reduce 
ov per cent. to use only 40 per cent. of 
What they used last year. The soda pulp 
people must reduce 40 per cent. to use 
only WW per cent, of what they used last 
year, Wroposal was made that chlorine 
should be taken away entirely from white 
rag use, but the normal aliowance of 6 
ber cent. was reduced to 1 per cent, in 
4uy pounds. Colored rag people are al- 
lowed to use 4 per cent, 
_Specic reductions are to be made as 
follows by the trade in patriotically car- 
rying out the program of the War Indus- 
tries Board:— 

Lhe use of chlorine by any individual user 
in the bleaching of sulphite pulp is restricted 
to an amount not greater than 40 per cent. 
of the amount now being used, That is to 
Say, the amount of chlorine contained jn 35 
per cent. commercial bleaching powder now 
used per 100 pounds of suiphite pulp will be 
computed and the user will be allowed 40 per 
cent, of this amount in each 100 pounds of 
sulphite pulp hereafter bleached. Variation in 
the use of bleach per 100 pounds of sulphite 
pulp is permitted for the purpose of maintain-

The use of chlorine by any individual user in 
the bleaching of soda puip is restricted to an 
amount not greater than 70 per cent. of the 
amount now being used.

PLISHMENT AND BY EARNEST PA- 
TRIOTISM. 





For five days during the past week the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association has been in daily 
convention at the Hotel Astor in this city. It was a 
representative gathering, with every section of the 
country having its spokesman, and, while many fa- 
miliar faces were missing, it was not because of lack 
of interest, nor because of the inroads of influenza, 
which have necessitated the cancellation of the Bos- 
ton convention of the National Paint, Oil & Var- 


nish Association, originally planned for the week’ 


of October 21. 


Many leaders, ex-presidents, former and present 
members of important committees are so committed 
to the Liberty Loan drive and to work of Gov- 
ernment necessity that they could not be spared to 
participate in the activities of this, the 44th annual 
convention of the National Wholesale Druggists. 
Under such conditions it was not to be wondered at 
that a thoroughly patriotic spirit pervaded the sev- 
eral sessions and left its impress upon the entertain- 
ment program. 

Despite the absence of these individual leaders 
in the wholesale drug industry, the aftendance was 
large, and the amount of work done was commen- 
surate with the attendance. The convention opened 
with a patriotic prelude, and closed with reiteration 
of loyalty to the Government and the President. 
During the final business session the following tele- 
gram was ordered sent to President Wilson: 

“The National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, in annual convention assembled, re- 
news its pledge of unswerving loyalty to Amer- 
ican ideals as expressed by you. 

“We ogain offer through you our services 
to the Nation in any manner in which we may 
be used, and at this critical moment in the 
world’s history desire to assure you of our full 
confidence in your wisdom and ability to con- 
tinue the vigorous prosecution of war to a suc- 
cessful ccnclusion.”” 

The address of President C. E. Bedwell sounded 
the keynote of the convention. It was sane, sen- 
sible, satisfying. There were no blanks in his rec- 
ommendations, which were indorsed unqualifiedly by 
the Board of Control. Briefly summing up war 
conditions as affecting the industry, labor, material, 
freight and other handicaps, President Bedwell 
called for the inauguration of reforms in the matter 
of over-solicitation, return of goods, reduction of 
deliveries, smaller city sales forces, to the end that 
there should be an immediate development of a 
businesslike conservation of and for and by business 
men as a matter of patriotism.

POTASH INDEPENDENCE IN TWO 
YEARS, MESSAGE TO UNITED 


STATES FROM SECRETARY LANE.

“The United States does not need German pot- 
ash,” declares Secretary Lane, chairman of _ the 
Field Division of the Council of National Defense, 
in a statement published elsewhere in this issue of 
the Reporter. ‘Germany has thought all along that 
she has a whip hand over America because of her 
supply of this mineral, but America can in two years 
become entirely independent of Germany in this re- 
gard by the development of our own deposits and the 
use of the processes developed by Dr. Cottrell of this 
department.” 

Prior to the war the United States was importing 
more than a million tons of potash a year, or 250,000 
tons annually reckoned as K,O. In fact, this rate 
had prevailed for several years prior to the outbreak 
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of world hostilities. At the end of the first war year 
the total imports of this mineral had been cut in half, 
and during 1915 the decline was startling in its 
abruptness, as the following table will show:—=

Until 1915 the United States was almost wholly 
dependent upon Germany for its potash supply, 
while the domestic production from 1908 to 1915, 
inclusive, was practically nil. In 1916 the output 
was but 9,720 tons, and in 1917 26,372 tons, cal- 
culated as K,O. For the first six months of 1918 
the output of potash in this country from all sources 
ranged to about 25,000 tons (K,O), with a ratio 
of increase indicating a total production for the year 
of approximately 60,000 tons, or about one-fourth 
of the normal pre-war consumption of the country. 


The history of the development of the potash pro- 
duction industry in the United States during the past 
three years is a record of amazing development. The 
Cottrell process, the invention of the chief metallur- 
gist of the Bureau of Mines, was originated during 
the search for a device to stop poisonous fumes from 
smelters. It was not only successful in its intended 
use, but the dust, when caught, was found to be 
almost pure potash. The result is well known, the 
recovery of potash from fumes became a growing 
industry and its complete possibilities are not fully 
realized. In fact, Federal experts are now figuring 
that the possible yearly production of potash from 
existing cement mills as a by-product will be not far 


from 100,000 tons. 


The same principle can be applied to steel works 
and the blast furnaces of the country, and, in fact, 
an experimental installation was made at Bethlehem, 
Pa., with good returns in potash. The fact that the 
greatest source of available supply from blast fur- 
naces is in the South—as already proved by experi- 
ment—when taken with the fact that Southern 
farmers consume more than 50 per cent. of the 
available potash for cotton and other crop fertiliza- 
tion, points to the future production of this needed 
fertilizer material in the district of greatest consump- 
tive demand. Some of the Alabama iron ores, for 
instance, contain six to eight times the potash found 
in other iron ores. According to experts, a large 
blast furnace with the recovery device would yield 
from 5,000 to 7,000 tons a year of potash and that 
simply as a by-product. 

In addition to these sources, the natural brines of 
Nebraska and of Searles Lake, Cal., the giant kelp 
beds of the Pacific, are prolific sources of potash. 
Visitors to the recent chemical exposition at the 
Grand Central Palace were given a vivid presenta- 
tion of this and other American potash sources and 
processes. 

But how will this production prevent German 
competition after the war from ruining the new 
American industry by underselling? admitting that 
Secretary Lane’s prophecy is more nearly approxi- 
mately correct than prophecies usually are. 

- Secretary Lane proposes to let Germany ship in 
and sell at low prices all the potash she wishes to, 
domestic producers in the meantime holding their 
sources of supply ready to defy Germany should 
she attempt to boost prices and assume her one-time 
monopoly. 

To the potash producer who has invested in costly 
plants and expensive perfection of recovery proc- 
esses, to the men who are seeking to perfect the pot- 
ash industry and gain independence just as the 
aniline color producers of the United States have 
created a giant industry because another group of 
German products was not available, there seems to 
be a flaw in Secretary Lane's economic solution of 
the potash problem. 

There is a simpler method of procedure—the per- 
haps ovérlooked anti-dumping clause of the last tare 
iff bill, which puts in the hands of the President full 
power to prevent disastrous price slashing by foreign 
competitors of American producers. And even this 
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will not prove necessary should the principles of the 
so-called Economic Alliance of the Entente Powers 
be put into effect at the conclusion of the war. 
These principles, as set in resolutions adopted by 
representatives of Great Britain and France in 1916, 
declared that “‘the Allies agree that the benefit of the 
most-favored Nation policy shall not be granted to 
enemy powers during a number of years to be fixed 
by mutual agreement.”’ There has been no abate- 
ment in this policy; even within a month the partici- 
pation of the United States in retaliatory trade agree- 
ments was urged by British leaders. 

Secretary Lane’s prophecy as to production ap- 
pears to be borne out by the facts; the United States, 
however, is fully armed with authority to prevent the 
ruin of any new industry by foreign competition 


without additional legislation.

REVENUE BILL 
IMPOSTS SHIFTED 


Tax on Alcohol Reduced by 
Senate Committee, Oth- 
ers Being Retained. 


Washington, Oct. 12, 1918. 


The Senate Finance Committee this 
week pushed ahead rapidly with its work 
of revising the war revenue bill passed 
by the House. A large number of the 
House provisions were approved without 
change, including those dealing with 
transportation, except in the case of oil 
by pipeline. The Senate committee pro- 
vided that a tax equivalent to 8 per cent. 
of the amount paid for the transportation 
on and after November 1, 1918, should be 
paid. The House had fixed the tax at 6 
per cent. 

The committee changed also the taxes 
on distilled spirits. In these cases, how- 
ever, there was a reduction from the 
House taxes on the theory that the lower 
rates would permit withdrawal of more

floor taxes on distilled spirits, upon which 
the tax now imposed by law has been 
paid and which on the day of the passage 
of the act are held by any person for 
sale, from $4.80 to $3.20 where the spirits 
are to be used for beverage purposes, and 
from $2.20 to $1 where they are to be used 
for other purposes. 

The tax on beer, ale, porter and other 
similar liquors, fixed by the House at $6 
per barrel, was approved by the Senate 
committee. 

The committee also approved the wine 
schedule as adopted by the House. 

The 10 per cent. taxes fixed by the 
House on passenger automobiles and mo- 
torcycles was reduced to 5 per cent. by 
the Senate committee. The committee 
tax on these vehicles as 
automobile trucks and tractors.

Druggists’ Sundries and Allied Trades had 
reached a basis of organization which 
bids fair to surpass in results achieved 
the work which featured its activities in 
the previous loans.

“At the close of headquarters on Tues- 


day, October 8, the total recora of sub- 
scriptions received by the Chemicals 
Drugs, Druggists’ Sundries and Allie 
Trades Committee was $7,581,659, as 


against $12,826,000 for a corresponding 
period of the last campaign, leaving a 
balance of $36,418,350 to be received dur- 
ing the remaining two weeks, or $3,641,- 
835 per day, to reach our quota of $44,- 
000,000. 

“The comparatively poor showing is 
not due to indifferent work by the com- 
mitteee, ‘which is better organized and 
doing better work than in former cam- 
paigns,’ but to the fact that we have been 
deprived of several large subscriptions 
through readjustment of trades, also to 
the Treasury Department ruling an allo- 
cation which has divided the credit of 
other large pledges which this district 
formerly received in full. 


“These conditions emphasize the neces- 
sity of the continuation of our untiring 
efforts to secure :— 

“First—The largest subscriptions, ‘both 


corporate and personal, in our allied 
trades.’ 
“Second—The subscriptions of every 


corporation and individual in all our al- 
lied trades, no matter how small they 
may be. : 

“Third—Our proportionate share of 
every subscription from out of town con- 
cerns in our allied trades. 

“We have been assigned an extremely 

difficult task, but it can and must be ac- 
complished.”’ 
_ Clinton S. Lutkins advises the follow- 
ing as supplementary to Chairman ‘iray's 
letter :—Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, in a letter addressed to the Hon. 
Benjamin Strong, dated September ai, 
1918, definitely advises that :— 

“Inasmuch as the quotas are assiyned 
mainly on the basis of banking resources, 
it seems only proper that subsceripiioas by 
interstate corporations should be eredited 
to various communities in ire proportion 
that the average bank deposits of ne “or- 
poration bear to the total subscription of 
the corporation..

CHILEAN NITRATE. 


Contract for 1,500,000 Tons Placed 
by British at 13s. a Quintal. 


London, Sept. 10, 1918. 

Details of the contract arranged through 
the medium of the Chilean Government for 
the purchase by the British Government 
from the Chilean nitrate companies of 
15,000,000 quintals (about 1,500,000 tons) of 
nitrate of soda are awaited here with 
interest, 

The price fixed is 13s. per quintal for 
ordinary nitrate and 13s. 6d. for refined. 

The contract is regarded as very satis- 
actory by producers, because it not only 
assures the price of the nitrate, but in- 
sures a fixed price for fuel and other 
materials. 

It is understood, however, that all the 
nitrate companies have not joined in the 
scheme, 

The contract refers to nitrate for this 
year’s delivery. 





St. Lous Neods Window Shade ie 
Fill Gap in Paint Industry— 
Richard Moore. 


St. Louis, Oct. 11, 1918. 
Suggestions for ‘“‘filling the gap in the 





paint manufacturing industry of St. 
Lou's’ are outlined by Richard Moore, 
general manager of the Benjamin Moore 


& Co., St, Louis branch, and president of 
the St. Louis Manufacturers’ Association. 
Mr. Moore said:— 

“The first industry that comes to mind 
in considering the I‘nes of manufactvre 
that should be added to those we now 
have by reason of the special needs o 
the paint manufacturers of St. Louis is 
that of window shades. The naint revs 
sary to cover window shades or litho- 
pone is made right here in a two auu « 
half million-dollar plant.”’

mand here and in the vicinity for the 


finished products and because the neces- 
sary raw materials are easily available 
here. 


APRICOT OIL 


Produced as Carbon By-Products in 
Gas Mask Manufacture. 


Washington, Oct. 11, 1918. 


Efforts to find a market for apricot oll 
are being made by government officials. 
This was one of the principal subjects 
discussed at a meeting of the advisory 
sub-committee of the Inter-Departmental 
Fats and Oils Conference on Wednesday. 

At the present price of about 40 cents 
per pound, apricot oil can be used only 
for packing sardines, flavoring, etc. The 
Inter-Departmental conference hopes to 
find some technical use of it, but the opin- 
ion suggested at the Advisory Committee 
meeting was that the price mucet he re- 
duced before this would be possible. In 
order to come into competition witu other 
technical oils, such as cottonseed oil, apri- 
eot oil must fall, the government chemists 
and oil experts say, to from 13 to 22 cents 
per pound. 

Apricot oil is being produced as a by- 
product in the burning of apricot pits for 


carbon to be used in che manufacture of 
gas masks for the Chemical Warfare 
Service. There is quite a quantity of 


apricot oil thus produced as a by-produet 
and the government agencies are hopeful 
of finding a technical use for it.

“UNITED STATES DOES NOT NEED GERMAN © 
POTASH—INDEPENDENT IN TWO YEARS” 





Secretary Lane Outlines Plan to Avert German Competition 
After the War by Anti-Dumping Regulation. — 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 


“The United States does not need Ger- 
man potash.” This staterment, by Secre- 
tary ne, chairman of the Field Division 
of the Council of National Defense, after 
a careful survey of the domestic sources 
of supply, and studying closely the pro- 
spective needs of the nation, fs the admin- 
istration’s answer to Germany's defiance. 

Germany only very recently threatened 
to use her potash as a club to beat down 
any commercial boycott that might be ex- 
ercised after the war. Germany has felt 
that she was mistress of the world on the 
question of potash. Germany used her 
potash deposits as her biggest economic 
weapon. Germany has felt secure that 
the soil of the earth would starve if de- 
prived of German potash. 

Secretary Lane’s statement, with the 
confident correlary that America within 
two years can become entirely independ- 
ent of Germany for potash is, therefore, 
one of the important declarations that 
gives heart to the industrial life of the 
nation. 

Thus fortified, those in charge of the 
natural resources can meet Germany 
fearlessly in the bitter fight for trade at 
the close of the war. The fertilizer in- 
terests of this country, and those in 
charge of the agricultural future of the 
United States have been worried that 
after the war Germany, by dumping pot- 
ash into this country at less than the cost 
of production might drown out any do- 
mestic competition. The plan now is to 
let Germany ship in here and sell at low 
costs all the potash she may wish—in the 
meantime the dornestic producers holding 
their sources of supply ready to defy Ger- 
many when she tires of breaking the mar- 
ket and attempts to boost prices and 
again assert her old-time monopoly. 


240,000 Tons Before War. 


The United States before the war took 
240,000 tons of potash annually from 
Germany. During the war this country 
has been producing enough to meet imme- 
diate requirements, but at a cost eight 
times the normal price before the war. 
The vast brine deposits in Searles Lake 
and the recovery of potash from the giant 
kelp of the Pacific coast have been en- 
couraging sources, but the two principal, 
dependable sources on which the future 
supply of this country rests are the ce- 
ment plants and the blast furnaces. 


Secretary Lane’s declaration is particu- 
larly welcome coming after five years of 
nation-wide search by the Department of 
Agriculture and the Geological Survey of 
the United States Department of the In- 
terior, which have reported to Congress 
that they have been unable to find potash 
in sufficient quantities. 


The recovery of potash from blast fur- 
naces is especially welcome, because tests 
made at the South Bethlehem Steel plant 
have given assurance of a sufficient out- 
put, and at the same time it is known 
that the ores of the South carry six to 
eight times as much potash, which can be 
supplied to the neighboring South, where 
from 50 to 80 per cent. of the potash is 
employed in fertilizers. 


Independent in Two Years. 


“Germany has thought all along,” said 
Secretary Lane, “that she has a whip- 
hand over America because of her sup- 
ply of this mineral, but America can in 
two years become entirely independent of 
Germany in this regard by the develop- 
ment of her own deposits and the use of 
processes devised by Dr. Cottrell of this 
department.” 

“When the war started this country, 
having had nearly a quarter million tons 
of potash from Germany each year, sud- 
denly found herself cut off from this im- 
portant fertilizer material. That consti- 
tuted a call to American science to get 
busy, and very soon this country was pro- 
ducing potash from the brine lakes of 
California, Nebraska and other States; 
from the kelp, the sea weed of the Pacific 
coast, and from various minerals. The 
searcity of potash boosted the price, and 
these new industries found the produc- 
tion very profitable. 


Production Growing Rapidly. 


“The production is not yet nearly up to 
the demand, although growing rapidly. 
However, Secretary Lane is not basing 
his assumptions upon the potash from 
these sources alone. The romance of 
American science here comes in to round 
out an industry that may be of the great- 
est importance. Several years ago Dr. 
Frederick Cottrell, now the chief metal- 
lurgist of the Bureau of Mines, sought 
some uevice that would stop the poison- 
ous fumes from the smelters that were de- 
stroying vegetation. This device was not 
only successful, with the smelters, but a 
cement company in California, in dire 
distress from the dust fumes that were 
ruining a profitable fruit growing coun- 
try, took the chance that something that 
would stop smelter fumes might arrest 
the cement dust and put an end to costly 
litigation with the farmers. The dust was 
caught tnd it proved to be potash, so 
much potash that the cement company, 
with the outbreak of the war, made pot- 
ash its chief product. The idea spread 
until now the experts. are figuring that 
the yearly possible output of potash from 
existing cement mills as a by-product will 
soon equal 100,000 tons, Another cement 
company in Maryland that caught the 
spirit early, in 1917, after fully amortizing 
their plant, cleared $200,000 from potash 
alone, and this year the profits will be a 
half million dollars. This, of course, is 
with potash at the present high selling 


— Blast Furnace Potash, 


The device for stopping smelter fumes 
has not stopped here. Some engineers 
thought that it might also be applied to 
the blast furnaces of the country in the 
cleaning of the gases. An_ experimental 
installation was made at the Bethlehem 
Steel Works, and from the gases and 
dusts were obtained a goodly quantity of 


potash. A larger commercial installation 
was planned, the erection of which is now 
being held up by the pressure of other 
governmental work. Experts immediately 
went still deeper into the problem and in- 
cluded an analysis of the materials en- 
tering into the blast furnaces, with the 
conclusion that the best iron ores for pro- 
ducing potash were found in the South, 
where more than 50 per cent. of the pot- 
ash is needed, mostly for the great cotton 
crops. They discovered that the greatest 
source of potash supply could come from 
the blast furnaces as a by-product of iron 
ore. These ores are found in Alabama in 
immense tonnage and contain an average 


of 2 per cent. of potash, which is about - 


six to nine times the content of most of 
the other iron ores. 

“A large iron blast furnace, rar 
these ores, would yield from 5,000 to 7,00 
tons of potash each year as a by-product. 


“As the gases in the blast furnaces 
should be cleaned in any event, the recov- 
ery of the by-product is a net gain, and 
it can be obtained at a cost low enough to 
meet any competition, and it represents a 
distinctly American method—obtaining 
valuable materials from what formerly 
was waste. 


Searles Lake Leased. 


The whole of Searles Lake in California 
has been leased by the Interior Depart- 
ment to a number of companies who have 
undertaken to erect plants for the reduc- 
tion of potash from its brine. Two plants 
are already producing. 

From alunite and leucite, two minerals 
hitherto regarded as worthless, potash is 
being obtained in Utah and Wyoming.

An emphatic assertion that former 
enemy-owned property which has been 
seized by the United States becomes by 
that process absolutely American in lts 
cperation, is made by Alien Property 
Custodian A, Mitchell Palmer, in reply to 
criticisms of the advertising of the Bayer 
Company chemical plant. “The Bayer 
Company,” says Mr. Palmer, “is not 
enemy-owned, and never will be enemy- 
owned again.”’ 

The letter from the office of the Alien 
Property Custodian is addressed to Chair- 
man Charles H. Herty, of the Advisory 
Committee of the Chemical Exposition, 
held at New York.

CHANGE FROM FISCAL TO CALENDAR YEAR 
TRADE STATISTICS SOUGHT FROM CONGRESS 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 


Legislation authorizing a change from 
the ,fiscal year to the calendar year in 
the compilation of foreign trade statistics 
by the United States Department of 
Commerce as a more important aid to the 
business and statistical organizations, 
which carries the support of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, the War Industries 
Board and the Shipping Board, has been 
favorably reported by the Senate Com- 
merce Committee. 

The advantages of having statistics on 
foreign trade in such shape that they 
can be readily compared with statistics 
gathered by the Bureau of the Census, 
the Geological Survey, the Bureau of 
Mines and trade statistics of most of the 
foreign countries is urged particularly by 
Chairman Hurley of the Shipping Board 
and Secretary Redfield of the Commerce 
Department. 

In support of the measure Secretary 
Redfield filed a statement with the Sen- 
ate committee, in part, as follows:— 

In later years the use of foreign-trade 
statistics by industrial and commercial or- 
ganizations has been rapidly increasing, 
and as their business year is more largely 
than any other the calendar year they find 
it inconvenient not to be able to procure 
official statistics of our foreign trade for 
calendar years. 

The chief value of trade statistics lies in 
their comparability with statistics of pro- 
duction and with trade statistics of other 
countries. Practically all the statistics of 
production, both agricultural and indus- 


- sions: 


trial, that are compiled and published by 
the executive departments of this gov- 
ernment, as well as of other governments, 
relate to the calendar year, as, for in- 
stance, the statist.cs of manufacture, etc., 
compiled by the Bureau of the Census of 
thig Department, the statistics of mineral 
production, compiled by the Geological 
Survey, and the statistics of agricultural 
production and estimates compiled and 
publ.shed by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The United States is the only im- 
portant country in the world which pub- 
lishes its foreign-trade statistics for the 
fiscal year rather than for the calendar 
year, the only other countries being Mex- 
ico, Turkey, Persia, Honduras ang Haiti, 
and the followMg British colonial posses- 
Canada, Australia and India, 


The change proposed in the pending bills 
has been recommended by a special sta- 
tistical committee appointed by the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury and the Department 
of Commerce as well as by a special sta- 
tistical committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. Moreover, at 
the present time the Shipping Board, the 
War Trade Board and the War Industries 
Board, which boards are making very val- 
uable use of our statistics in connection 
with the government’s control of trade and 
industry, and particularly the Shipping 
Board in its efforts to conserve tonnage for 
military use, are all very anxious to have 
these statistics issued for the calendar in- 
stead of for the fiscal year. For thig rea- 
son, the proposed legislation may be looked 
upon as a war-time measure, the speedy 
enactment of which will be of considerable 
assistance in the fulfillment of our military 
program. 





ATWOOD IS CHIEF. 


Through Illness and Permanent Re- 
tirement of R. S. Hubbard, Louis- 
ville Man Heads Paint and Pig- 
ment Section, W. I. B. 


Washington, Oct, 11, 1918. 


As forecast in the Reporter of October 
7, Lewis R. Atwood, assoc ate chief of 
the Paint and Pigment Section of the 
War Industries Board, Chemical Divi- 
sion, has been made chief of that essen- 
tial division of war work supervis.on. 
Russell S. Hubbard, who has been con- 
fined to his home for several weeks 
through illness, has been obliged to sever 
his ecennection with the board perma- 
nently, in the hope that the release from 
the strain of the work will lead to his 
complete recuperation. 





Window and Plate Glass Jobbers 
Open Stocks at Once to Meet 
Demand Following Ex- 
plosion. 


Out of very seriously depleted stocks 
the window and plate glass jobbers and 
wholesale distributors of Newark and 
New York over Sunday made it possible 
to assure Central New Jersey that the 
widespread damage to window panes re- 
sulting from the Amboy explos on, could 
be made good without prolonged delay, 
says the Dow Service Daily Building re- 
ports today. When the trade reached its 
offices Saturday morning and the far- 
reaching effects of the big explosion be- 
gan to be realized by frantic calls from 
Elizabeth, Rahway, New _ Brunswick, 
Plainfield and Perth and South Amboys 
for glass, to conserve as far as possible 
the meagre coal supplies in homes and 
stores, it was realized that heroic meas- 
ures would have to be taken to meet the 
demand, the full extent of which was not 
then apparent, as far as actual demand 
was concerned. W. W. Faulks, general 
manager of the Newark branch of the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass company, and 
Clifford Miller, sales manager for the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company in New 


York, at once got into communication 
and checked up available stocks. Special 
renvresentatives were at once sent to the 
scene of the explos’on and, checking off 
reports of glass casualties in 20 cities and 
towns, including New York and Brook- 
lyn, which also reported some breakage 
from the explosion, jt was shown that, by 
placing New York stocks at the disposal 
of the Newark office, if demand should 
warrant it, almost any emergency could 
be met, although such a- sudden drain 
upon the very low glass stocks on hand 
would undoubtedly delay building orders 
for the time being.

Zeal in trusteeship is, of course, com- 
mendable, but a campaign of misrepre- 


sentation and of exploitation is reprehen- 
sible. Good faith does not demand the pil- 
ing up of undue profits for the benefit of 
Germany after the war. We do not need 
such assets for settlement of war claims, 
for, according to recently published figures, 
the value of German property already 
seized in this country is fifty times that of 
of American property seized in Germany. 

The Bayer Company is not enemy- 
owned, and never will be enemy-owned 
again. Its stock is all now held by the 
Alien Property Custodian for the goveru- 
ment of the United States, and it is being 
operated by American directors as an 
American concern. It will be sold at 
public auction to American citizens in the 
very near future, and the proceeds of the 
sale will be deposited in the Treasury of 
the Unted States, to be distributed as 
Congtess may determine, 

The policy of the government, as fixed 
by the Act of Congress, is to sell prop- 
erties of this kind to American cit'zens 
as going concerns for fair and adequate 
values, and I would not be perform ng 
my duty in the carrying out of that pol- 
icy if I did not operate the properties 
pending sale in the same efficient and 
profitable manner that they have hereto- 
fore been operated. If these properties 
are destroyed, there will be nothing to 
sell to American citizens, and the govern- 
ment would have to account some day 
for large losses in value. 

Under these circumstances, it seems 
plain to me that your criticism is entire- 
iy without justification, and based upon 
an entire misapprehension of the purpose 
of Congress in dealing with the question 
of property heretofore enemy-owned.

The genera] demand is undoubtedly 
dull in all lines of the paint business. 
There s a time coming when there 
will have to be a great deal of paint- 
ing done that is being neglected now. 
The trade knows that this day is com- 
ing; but that does not change condi- 
tions as they exist today. , Today the 
trade is practically working for the 
government, and the immediate future 
offers no suggestion of a change in 
this situation. The governmient’s con- 
struction work is growing in volume 
all the time, and in many lines the de- 
mand from this source will continue 
long after the war. There will be a 
return to a more normal general de- 
mand before there is a real let-up in 
the government demand. The export 
demand is something that is com- 
manding more and more attention in 
many lines of the paint trade. The 
lack of ship room hampers business at 
this time, but this is nothing that i» 
giving any other country any advan- 
tage over this, and there is an in- 
quiry from various parts of the world 
that gows in volume for many lines 
of American products in the paint in- 
dustry, and which promises a great 
future for export business. There has 
been no change in the price of pig- 
ments this week. This trade is largely 
running on government orders, and 
the prices as fixed discount conditions 
until there is,some change in cost of 
production, There has been a dui! 
market in dry colors for some time, 
but producers are well engaged, and 
prices hold. In this line there is an 
increasing export demand, and much 
promise of future developments. 


The general demand for paints is 
not good, as is natural with building 
operations as restricted as they have 
been for some time. This is no new 
story, however. and the fact that tne 
high price of paints is restricting re- 
painting is only a promise of a greater 
than normal demand. for this sort of 
consumption later on. The whole 
trade is feeling the effect of labor 
shortage, and this is a condition that 
does not promise to improve in the 
near future. The government is not 
making any unnecessary demands 
upon an industry that is so largely 
engaged in government work; but the 
conditions are such that every manu- 
facturer is short of help. 

Following is a detailed report of the 
principal items of the trade: 


PIG LEAD AND SPELTER. 


PiG LEAD,—In spite of the fact that 
there is a shortage of pig lead the 
price does not advance. The market 
seems to be under as complete control 
as though it was governed by a price 
fixed by the government, and offerings 
at resale have become a thing of the 
past. The Producers’ Committee gives 
little consideration to consumers who 
have not government contracts; but 
government contracts constitute the 
great portion of the consumption at 
the present time. The price is still 
8.05¢c. a pound New York and 7%c. East 
St. Louis. 

SPELTER.—There is a poor demand 
for spelter; and, although producers 
are not crowding the market, prices 
continue to show a sagging tendency. 
Pime, western, New York delivery, is 
quoted at 9.10c. a pound, as compared 
with an inside price of 9.35c. a week 


ago. 
PIGMENTS. 


WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
There has been no change in the price 
of this pigment since our last report. 
The market seems to be in something 
of a rut. The government business 
continues beyond expectations and the 


general demand continues light. The 
fixed price of pig lead makes for a 
steady and unchanged market. Ameri- 
can dry, in casks, is quoted at 10@ 
104c. White lead in oil, 100-pound

ORANGE MINERAL.—In common 
with other pigments, orange mineral 
remains steady with the price un- 
changed. The market seems to have 
discounted all existing conditions, and 
until there is some change in the 
character of the demand or some new 
increases in the cost of production, 
there seems to be no reason why the 
144%@15\c. quotation should be 
changed. 

LITHOPHON E—There is no conplaint 
of lack of demand as far as lithophone 
is concerned. If it was possible to do 
so most producers would be materially 
increasing their production, but the 
scarcity of labor is against this. The 
books are rapidly being filled for the 
whole or the 90-day period, and the 
condition seems to be about the same 
us during the previous quarter, when 
the demand was undoubtedly better 
than the supply. The price has been 
fixed for the rest of the year at 8@ 
S¥ec., and will not be changed. 

ZINC OXIDE.—When the price of 
zinc oxide for the last quarter of the 
year was fixed at the same price as 
for the third quarter, there was at 
once a rush to book orders, and pro- 
ducers are now well under contract for 
the remainder of the year. There is a 
good demand for all the leaded grades, 
trom the highest to the lowest, and 
American manufacturers are having 
entire success with their production of 
French process zine oxide. Quotations 
are:—French process, red seal, 13@ 
134%4c.; green seal, 131%@13%c.; white 
veal, 14@14\%c.; leaded grades, commer- 
cially lead free, 10%@l1lc.; five per cent. 
lead sulphate, 10@10%c.; 10 per cent. 
‘ead sulphate, 9%@10c.; 20 per cent. 
lead sulphate, 94@96c.; 35 per cent. 
lead sulphate, 9@9\%c. 


DRY COLORS. 


There is little change in the dry color 
market. The demand is not active, and 
some progress is being made in catch- 
ing up with deliveries. At the same 
time, producers are not at all worried 
about the demand, but are much more 
concerned with the more immediate 
question of labor. The capacity of the 
producers has been tested for some 
tme, and government business—direct 
or indirect—is of such volume as to 
furnish an under current of strength 
to the market. The situation is against 
any cutting of prices, and there is so 
much business in sight in the future 
that there is no incentive to even shade 
price on lines that seem high. This 
does not alter the fact that the general 
demand is slow for the time being, ani 
has not been up to expectations since 
August 1, There is a large export de- 
mand knocking at the door, as soon as 
there are better facilities for taking 
care of it; but some producers com- 
plajn of adulteration by middle men, 
and say that ultramarine blue, for in- 
stance, has been sent to South America 
that had only a 2 per cent, strength. 
This, in the opinion of the leading pro- 
ducers, is a time when foreign busi- 
ness should receive special attention.

There is little that can be said in re- 
gards to browns that is not equally ap- 
plicable to the rest of the list. The day- 
to-day business is not active, but the 
situation is far from unsatisfactory, 
when conditions are considered, There 
is enough business in sight to keep 
producers busy, and an outlook for a 
much greater demand later on. Prices 
cont’nue at the same level. Sienna, 
Italian, is quoted at 7@15c. a pound in 
ton lots in barrels; American,. burnt 
and powdered, is 2%@4c.; Turkish um- 
ber is 5@7c., and American, 3%@4c.; 
domestic Vandyke brown is 3%@4c. 


Greens. 


There continues to be good orders 
for greens that are directly traceable 
-to the war demands of the government. 
Some greens are undoubtedly high at 
present quotations, but the cost of pro- 
duction continues to increase, and la- 
bor becomes more and more scarce, and 
there is no one who seems willing to 
start quoting any lower prices, Light 
chrome is quoted at 40@45c.; medium 
at 50@60c., and dark at 60@70c. Com- 
mercial is 8@12%c.; grinders’, 12@20c., 
and jobbers’ at 9(~14c, Paris green is

Reds, 


_ There is little change in the situa- 
tion as far-as reds are concerned, al- 
though some producers are getting bet- 
ter caught up with deliveries. The 
raw material market is still as uncer- 
tain a proposition as ever, and there is 
no disposition to cut prices. Carmine 
No. 40 is quoted at $5.50@6, in 11-pound 
tins; English India red, pure, at 18@ 
24c. per pound, and Amer’can, pure, at 
8@12c.; oxide red, copperas, in casks, 
at 15@20c.; native, in lumps, at 3%@ 
4c.; Spanish, at 7@8c.; para red, com-

There are reasons for expecting a de- 
cline in chrome yellows, but there 
seems to be no one as yet who is will- 
ing to start the price cutting, If there 
was a better demand right now it might 
increase competition to a point where 
there would be lower prices quoted. The 
business in chrome yellows is usually 
done at a much lower margin than thar 
of today. However, conditions in a 
broad way are in favor of high pr‘ces, 
and there seems to be no inclination 
to start a move that might make 
chromes ag unprofitable a line as they 
have often been in the past.

Friday Noon, Oct. 11, 1918. 


There has been a rather dull market 
in naval stores this week. The Gde- 
mand for turpentine is undeniably 
dull, as it has been for some time. At 
64c. a gallon, the present price, tur- 
pentine is not so very high—even when 
it is compared with the price of tur- 
pentine substitutes. The trouble is 
that when consumers get to using 
something else, it is difficult to induce 
them to break away, and get back to 
the use of turpentine, It is a com- 
modity that has sharp competition, and 
is therefore an altogether different 
proposition from rosin, the other im- 
portant derivative from the same gum, 
The rosin market has been quiet this 
week, as well as the turpentine mar- 
ket; but there has been no weakness 


shown, and rosin is holding steady at 
a record-breaking price level. The 
fact that rosin is a material that, in 
normal times, the rest of the world 
draws upon this country for, encour- 
ages the producers to believe that as 
soon as the war is over there will be 
an export demand that will greatly in- 
flate prices. There does not seem to 
be much real weight to an argument 
of this sort, however, and the fact 
that the rosin producers are using it 
to an extent does not help the market 
any. War conditions have forced a de- 
creage in production, and that is the 
real reason why the present high price 
of rosin hag been made possible. A 
return to peace conditions would prob. 
ably result in an increase in produc- 
tion before the consumers abroad 
would be able to increase their orders 
to any great extent. 


The trade is still waiting to find out 
what action the government is going 
to take in regard to naval stores—if 
indeed jit sees fit to take any action at 
all. There was talk of declaring the 
naval stores industry non-essential. 
Nothing has ever come of that. Then 
there was a request that the govern- 
ment take action to check the advance 
in the price of rosin. There was an 
investigation ordered; but nothing has 
yet resulted. Then there has been a 
move on the part of the producers to 
have the industry given preference in 
the matter of labor. The matter has 
certainly been presented to the author. 
ities in all its different aspects, but 
nothing has as yet been done. The 
price of turpentine is something not 
likely to disturb the authorities, as 
most government contracts permit the 
use of something else; but the price 
of rosin is another matter. It is not 
to be disputed that rosin is high, but 
if the price is justified by curtailed 
production there may be no action at 
all taken in regards to naval stores. 


TURPENTINE. 


There is very little demand for tur- 
pentine just now. The market does not 
give way to any extent because of the 
fact that holders see no reason to try 
and force sales in a dull market by 
price-cutting, Stocks are not large, and 
are, for the most part, in strong hands. 
Many interests that are carrying tur- 
pentine are also holding rosin, which 
shows them such large profits that tney 
ean afford to wait to see if the tur- 
pentine market will not come to their 
ideas as to price. The fact that there 
is not much turpentine pressing for 
sale is only a negative argument, how- 
ever. The other outstanding fact that 
the demand is light is something that 
there is no getting around. It is not 
a case of the necessity of filling up a 
hole after a period of dullness; for a 
lack of demand in this market means 
that something else is being used. The 
use of something else is more than a 
loss of the demand for the moment for 
when a substitute is used, to restore 
the demand for turpentine is much the 
same as creating a demand for a sub- 
stitute when turpentine has been used. 
The price of turpentine has not varied 
muchtfor some time. It is now quoted, 
in the New York market, at 64 cents a 
gallon. This is a decline of a cent from 
last week. A cent up or a cent down 
means little, however. The main fact 
is that the demand is not active. The 
Southern markets are called ‘firm,’ but 
this simply means that’ there is no 
weak turpentine in them. The firmness 
comes not from an active demand, but 
from a lack of pressure. There was an 
advance of 5 cents—from a 60-cent level 
to a 65-cent ievel, New York prices— 
recently; but even at this time there 
was no pressing demand. The trade 
is evidently waiting for a price that 
suits the buyers, and buyers consider 
the price high, although producers 


claim that the cost of production is now 
that there is very little mar-

gin of profit, even with turpentine at 
the present price. 





Savannah, Ga., Oct. 10, 1918.

ROSIN. 


Rosin is at a level from which it is 
very difficult to make a move for a 
higher range of values. There is no 
weakness, and the high grades are a 
iittle higher than they were a week 
ago; at the same time, the market hesi- 
tates at the present level, and it be- 
gins to look as if the wild advance was 
over. The fact remains, nowever, that 
there is no break. Consumers were 
protesting loudly about high prices 
when they were at a level that looks 
very low today. Some time ago the ad- 
vance began to slow down, and at once 
there were predictions that a reaction 
was about to occur, The reaction has 
not occurred, however. It is not to be 
expected that at a level of prices the 
highest ever known there should be a 
rush on the part of the consuming 
trade to stock up. But the high prices, 
inviting as they may be to those who 
have stocks which they have carried 
for some time, have not brought out 
any liquidation of sufficient volume to 
break, or even to weaken, the market. 
There has been no advance in the price 
of low grades since our last report. 
The lowest grades are still quoted at 
$15.10 a barrel, which was the quotation 
last week Water white, however, is 
quoted at $17.10. This is another high 
for the highest grade, and represents 
an advance of 25 cents a barrel from 
the price of a week ago. There is no 
particular reason, however, why there 
should be any widening of the difrer- 
ence between low and high grades, and 
the rule of the market during its long 
continued advance has been that while 
high grades have, as a rule, led the 
advance, low grades have followed very 
promptly. The demand just now is 
not active. There seems reason to be- 
lieve that the price has at last reached 
a figure where it checks consumption. 
The sentiment of the trade, however, is 
as bullish as ever, and producers are 
ready with reasons to advance why 
even a further advance should be ex- 
pected. The most advanced argument 
is that the lack of labor will necessi- 
tate further curtailment in production, 
although the price today should make 
it possible to pay labor more than was 





ever paid in the woods before. Follow-

ation ig such that there is a promise 
of the greatest demand ever known 
some time in the future. The demand 
from the government is the big thing 
in the market now, and the present 
condition of affairs may continue for a 
long time to come. There will come 
a day some time, however, when the 
government demand will not be what 
it is today; and, when that time comes, 
there is every reason to believe that 
there will be a general demand that 
will more than offset the decrease in 
government business. The feeling in 
the trade is that when business be- 
comes normal again, the demand will 
be better than normal. The decrease 
in price of oil ‘is what was looked for 
by paint mixers, but it has not gone 
far enough to greatly interest them 
aus yet. 4 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


The minor paint materials hold 
steady, and there is little change in 
the market conditions governing them, 
The producers of barytes are not quot- 
ing prices for next year’s delivery as 
but are expected to make some 
announcement soon. The government 
is in the market for a considerable 
quantity of blanc fixe, and that gives 
a good undertone .to that market. 
There have been some imports of 
chalk that have relieved the situation 
for the moment, but chalk and whit- 
ing are sure to continue to be scarce 
until there is a very materia] change 
in the shipping situation. 

BARYTEHS.—vhe leading producers 
are not quoting prices for next years 
delivery. There has been a great deal 
of talk of an advance in price for 
some time, and the increase in the cost 
of production has seemed to justify it. 
There is no scarcity, however, and a 
good deal of competition. There has 
been a decided improvement in the 
railroad situation. The fact that 
higher prices have been quoted in 
some instances has not as yet changed 
the general market, but some an- 
nouncement as to the basis at which 
future business will be booked is ex- 
pected very shortly. 

BLANC FIXE.—The government is in 
the market for a considerable amount 
of blanc fixe, and the result is that 
there is a steady market, although the

VARNISH GUMS. 


For a good many months the varnish 


sum market has been expecting the 
sovernment to make some restrictions 


in regard to importations, and at last 
the expected has happened. The market 
is now waiting to find out just what 
the government regulations mean. 
‘There are many things which will Le 
answered definitely by the authorities 
When specific questions are asked. Be- 
ginning October 10 all outstanding 
licenses were revoked, and it was an- 
nounced that new licenses would pe 
ssued only subject to certain restric- 
tions. Of course anything afloat before 
October 10 will come in. The govern- 
ment also excepts shipments for use 
of the United States Government. In 
regard to this there may be some dis- 
cussion. A very large per cent. of the 
goods brought in are going directly or 
indirectly to government consumption; 
but consumers are not importers, an: 
just how the ultimate destination must 
be proven is one of the questions the 
trade is waiting full advices on. The 
shipments of copal or Manila gum from 
the Philippine Islands is permitted, but 
this business is not important enough 
to have much bearing on the general 
situation. It is the same story of re- 
stricted imports that has been told in 
other lines. The move of the govern- 
ment did not disturb prices to any great 


extent. There was no reason for trying 
to take advantage of the _ situation, 


especially as it was only the expected 
that happened. The little matters that 
trade wants further information on wil 
be explaised in due time; and, as the 
supply diminishes, there may be ex- 
pected to be an advancing .market; but, 
at the moment, there is only a waiting 
development policy—with one excep- 
tion. There was a disposition a week 
or sO ago to do some price shading on 
damar, Batavia. An open price of 26c. 
was named by some importers, and 
sales as low ag 25%c. were reported. 
On the news of the action of the gov- 
ernment, however, the price went back 
to 284%2@29c., which some of the leading 
handlers had never cut.

Minneapolis, Oct. 8, 1918. 
Competition for flaxseed supplies is in- 


creasing and prices are getting stronger 


compared with the futures. The com- 
petition seems to be getting keener be- 
tween local and Eastern crushers. At 
present the movement of seed is inade- 
quate and in the past few days Duluth 
bids have been strong, with the result 
that the large part of the movement has 
been diverted to that market. This bid- 
ding was done quietly for a day or two 
and considerable seed bought to arrive. 
Eastern crushers want to accumulate sev- 
eral cargoes for shipment before the close 
of navigation. 

There is a report out that there is 
enough grain in transit to Duluth at 
present to take care of almost the entire 
elevator capacity of that terminal. If 
this is true it should have an important 
bearing on the flaxseed movement shortly. 
Locally, there is 2,000,000 bushels of pri- 
vate storage capacity controlled by the 
crushers and naturally the supply of seed 
will come this week if the Duluth houses 
are choked up. Further shipments of 
coarse grains cannot be shipped to Minne- 
apolis without permit, but under the pre- 
vailing circumstances there seems to be 
no reason why the flax movement should 
be interfered with, as the crushers are 
ready and willing to take a large quantity 
of seed immediately on arrival. 

Interior elevators are pretty well fille 
up with grain, as the car service has not 
been favorable enough to allow them to 
clean up. With farmers selling freely 
there will be little chance to make a 
clean-up in the near future. The gov- 
ernment desire to move wheat to termi- 
nals is rather strong, but at the present 
rate of increase in elevator stocks this 
desire should be satiated in the near fu- 
ture.. The next question is how long will 
it be before the present accumulation is 
moved to the seaboard, Late Washington 
advices state that the heavy use of mili- 
tary supplies by.the American army neces- 
sitated the diversion of grain steamers to 
hauling military equipment, and if the 
offensive is sustained it is likely that 
steamers will be kept from hauling grain 
for some little time. Flax is not being 
shipped from this country, and as long 
as there is a place for it loeally there 
is no good sound reason why shipments 
here should be embargoed, 

Farmers are not selling flax nearly as 
freely below the $# mark in the country. 
Just above that figure there was consider- 
able nedging by country shippers against 
farm deliveries, but inasmuch as_ these 
hedges are removed when flax is delivered 
an upward reaction in prices is to be ex- 
pected, possibly enough of a rally to bring 
out a fresh farm supply. Crushers have 
not been so eager to buy futures of late 
on the supposition that the market has 
declined too steadily. Offerings to arrive 


have been small in the past few days, 
especially from North Dakota and 
Montana, where the most desirable seed 


is raised. Receipts of 77 cars in Duluth 
today show where the North Dakota sup- 
ply is going. 

Threshing in North Dakota is still be- 
ing delayed by the lack of interior eleva- 
tor space. Farmers need a place to put 
their grain and lack of opportunity to 
deliver to the country elevators is affect- 
ing a number of them, The labor situa- 
tion is better than it has been because 
the government shipped some soldiers up 
to help in harvest work, but there are 
some fields of flax as yet uncut. Thresh- 
ing reports are mainly satisfactory, but 
still they do not come up to the optimis- 
tic expectations of many of the farmers. 
The quality of the seed is very good all 
through North Dakota and Montana. 

The demand for Southern grown seed is 
slack here and shipments are being made 
to Duluth. Most of this seed contains a 
heavy percentage of watergrass seed and 
only one crusher here seems to want that 
kind at prices being paid. The rest »' 
them prefer to pay a good premium for 
the cleaner and better Northern grown 
seed. The oil contain and cost of handing 
make the purchase of the Northern seed 
worth while. There ha&S been no South- 
western seed received here lately. There 
is a straggling movement of Iowa seed 


reported.

demand for linseed oil is better 
than the crushers can take care of with 
the present limited supply of flaxseed. 
Shipping directions also are good. The 
ear situation is favorable and the only 
matter interfering with an _ increased 
movement of oil to the buyers is the lack 
of adequate raw material supplies. The 
labor situation is fair, though a greater 
supply will be needed as the capacity of 
the mills increase. Crushers expect as 
the weather grows colder more men will 
be looking for indoor work, which would 
solve the problem for them in the matter 
of help. 

Oil is quoted at $1.73 in carload lots and 
at higher prices for smaller lots, accord- 
ing to size. 


Linseed Oil Meal. 


There is a steady and strong demand 
for meal, with the present output insuffi- 
cient to take care of the preferred orders. 
The demand is for large and small lots.

the market had a bad break today 
threugh the effect of stop-loss orders, in 
which seed holders sought to clean 
house. The cash market broke 8@9 
cents, October followed suit and _ the 
other futures went still further, May 
losing in the day’s trading seventeen 
cents. 


Weakness was fostered by the increas- 
ed receipts, and by the further fact that 
the restrictions on wheat shipments will 
not apply to flax, anyway, no matter 
how the other coarse grains are affected. 
The news from Argentina to the effect 
that crop prospects are for about 335,- 
600,000 to 40,000,000 bushels did not help 
the bulls any, and the further news that 
more tonnage will be released for its 
transportation was another slam. The 
government crop report showing a drop 
of 300,000 bushels in the estimated crop 
from the previous report did not serve 
to check the decline. 

The government report estimates that 
the American crop will be about 15,600,- 
000 bushels, but as the trade has been 
figuring on a basis of about 15,000,000 
bushels, the drop was discounted. 
Canada will turn out about _ 6,500,000 
bushels, as against about 3,500,000 last 
year.

EXPORTS TO DENMARK. 





Regulations Again Revised with Strict 


License Provisions. 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 

Regulations governing the export of 
commodities to Denmark, as announced 
several weeks ago in the Reporter, have 
been promulgated in a new ruling by 
the War Trade Board (W. T. B. R. 259):

Russia Open to Trade—Export 
License Applications From U. S, 
Will Be Considered. 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 
Applications will now be considered by 
the War Trade Board for the exportation 
of all commodities to Russia, under a 
new ruling (W. T. B. R. 257), wh'ch has 
just been promulgated. 


Exporters are requested to file their ap- 
Plications with the Bureau of Exports, 
War Trade Board, Washington, D. C. 

A limited amount of cargo space may be 
available for shipments from the Pacific 
coast direct to Vladivostok, and, in allo- 
cating space, preference will be given to 
material covered by licenses issued on 
and after October 7, 1918, under condi- 
tions which the War Trade Board, in 
Washington, is prepared to define and 
discuss with exporters, giving due con- 
sideration to the particular transactions 
in question. 

In order to facilitate the consideration 
of applications, exporters are requested 
to state definitely on each application 
whether or not the material is made up 
and ready for shipment, and, if so, the 
location thereof. 





Cottonseed Mills Urged to Eliminate 
Cross-Hauling. 


Dr. Andrew M, Soule, Federal Food Ad- 
ministrator for Georgia, has issued the 
following notice:— 

“T have been requested by the Dis- 


trict Manager of the Traffic Department, 
U. 8S. Food Administration, to call the 
attention of the oil millers in Georgia to 
the cross-hauling of cottonseed and to 
ask for the co-operation of the millers 
and crushers in lessening the demand on 
our transportation facilities by minimiz- 
ing cross-hauling to the largest possible 
degree. I think you understand the na- 
ture and character of our transporta- 
tion problem now, the necess'ty of con-- 
serving fuel, labor and cars, and will, 
therefore. lend us your aid and co-opera- 
tion to the carrying out of the end in- 
dicated above.”’

The feature of the vegetable oil mar- 
ket is the weakness in linseed oil. Te 
undertone of this market is not good. 
Leading crushers are refraining from 
openly quoting prices as low as can be 


obtained in the market, but they mako 
no effort to deceive themselves or any- 


one else. They simply say that they 
are not quoting lower than their an- 
nounced prices, and make no claims 


that their prices represent the market. 
The market is very much unsettled, 
both as to the spot price and as to the 
price of futures. Of course there can 
be no future quotations made, except 
in certain specific cases, under the gov- 
ernment’s instructions for delivery after 
January 1; but December is enough 
under spot to hold out the promise of 
materially lower prices, and the trade 
is still inclined to hold off. In spite of 
the fact that some of the leading crush- 
ers are still quoting $1.87 for spot, it 
is obtainable at $1.78, and the market 
is so shifting that even a better price 
than that might be obtained by a good 
shopper. December is freely offered at 
$1.65; and, if it were not for government 
restriction, January to April would un- 
doubtedly be selling under this. The 
fact that linseed has commenced to de- 
cline has not had much effect on other 
oils. As a drying oil it has little com- 
petition except that which comes from 
semi-drying oils, and the decline is not 
apt to go far enough to discourage the 
use of substitutes for linseed when they 
can be used. .The demand for soya 
bean is not particularly active just at 
the present time, however, and the 
paint trade does not seem to be particu- 
larly interested, 

There is a good deal of interest in 
cocoanut oil, and the use of the edible 
variety igs undoubtedly increasing 
There is a small stock of Chinawood 
oil in the local market, and this makes 
it very firm. Most of the recent ar- 
rivals of this oil on the Pacific coast 
have been on contract, and the oil will 
go into consumption very rapidly. There 
is a fair demand for most sorts of ani- 
mal and fish oils. 

Following will be found detailed re- 
ports on all the principal vegetable, 
animal and fish oils:— 


LINSEED OIL. 

There has been a very weak under~ 
tone to the linseed oil market since our 
last report. There are those among the 
leading producers who are very reluct- 
ant about announcing any decrease in 
price, but this does not prevent the 
price from going down, and $1.78 was 
obtainable in a market in which some 
people were still quoting $1.87. Of 
course, $1.87 was not a real market 
quotation, but was only given out as 


another way of saying that the firm 
making the quotation was not trying 
to do a spot business at the present 


time. The future market is restricted 
by the fact that the government will 
not allow the quoting of future prices 
for delivery next year, but November 
is being offered at $1.70 and December 
at $1.65, and it looks as if these prices 
might be cut at any time. The govern- 
ment report which was issued this 
week had little effect on the market. 
There was a slight decrease in the crop 
estimate, but not enough to have much 
market weight.

There is no danger of any shortage, 
from now on until late in the season at 
any rate, and it is now certain that 
there will not be the necessity of im- 
porting as much seed from Argentina 
as was brought in this year. 

The announcement of 
leading linseed@oil manufacturers that 
after November 1 they will change 
their terms of doing business is creat- 
ing a great deal of interest among con- 
sumers, It iS preposed that for the 
shipment of carloads sight drafts will 
be made attached to documents, with 
date of invoice, with interest at six 
no discount, and for less than carloads 
which are not remitted for on receipt 
of shipping advices, trade acceptances 
will be issued due thirty days from 
per cent. and no discount.

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL. 


There is little change in the cake and 
meal situation in the East, but pro- 
ducers are not disposed to worry about 
an accumulation of stocks. There will 
be a good demand this winter, in the 
opinion of the trade, and there is a 
demand reported in the West that is 
said to be taking up cake and meal 
about as rapidly as it is produced. 
There will be a heavy export demand 
as soon as it is possible to get smp- 
room, 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


The cotton crop is being ginned very 
rapidly, and the amount of seed going 
to the crushers is large for this season 
of the year. This does not change the 
cottonseed oil situation, however. The 
price is fixed, and it is not a question 
of supply and demand. The law of 
supply and demand might result in a 
change in the fixed price, if it should 
be found that the supply was very 
burdensome; but no such thing is prob- 
able, and the price promises to stand 
for the season, no matter what the 
carry-over may be at the end. The 
consumption is running along regular 
lines, and will probably be about the 
same as that of 


last year. The crux 
of the situation is the matter of ex- 
ports. It will take exports consider- 


ably larger than those of last year to 
relieve the situation. There is no more 
talk of an effort to forbid the importa- 
tion of vegetable oils from the Orient 
to increase the domestic consumption 
of cottonseed oil, and the competition 
between cottonseed and vegetable oils 
from the Far East promises to con- 
tinue along about the same lines as 
those of last season. The fixed price 
of cottonseed is at a figure that per- 


mits the use of soya bean and other 
cils, where they would not be used if 
the price of cottonseed was lower. The 


export demand is simply a matter of 
freight room, as the oil is badly needed 
on the other side. 


OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 
CASTOR OIL.—See drug market. 
CHINA WOOD OIL.—The local stock 


of China wood oil is light, in spite of 
the fact that arrivals on the Pacific 
coast recently have been rather free. 
Most of the oil that has been coming 
in, however, has been sold in advance, 
and is going into consumption most 
rapidly. There are still reports in the 
market of offerings of prompt ship- 


ment from the Pacific coast at 26 cents, 
but leading importers are not quoting 
that low by a cent. It begins to look 
as if most of the distressed oil carried 
by speculators had been disposed of, 
and therefore it is to be expected that 
the situation will readjust itself. As 
it has been recently, prompt shipments 
from the coast have been under their 
proper parity both with the New York 
market and the offers from the 
Orient. The local stock is so small 
that it would have been possible, ac- 
cording to the trade, to have obtained 
32 cents for a carload for immediate 
delivery in this port, but no one seemed 
to have the goods to offer on the spot. 
COPRA.—The copra market con- 
tinues firm. There are few sales. Word 
has been received locally that about 75 
tons are to arrive in New York next 
week. Prices quoted this week are. —

COPRA.—Owing to the growing activity in 
coconut oil the market for copra is going w 
improve definitely bur prices arc kept low 
by the accumulated stock in the market, The 
Tokio price is 13.50 yen per picul, 

COLZA OIL—Is climbing up higher again, 
as supply is short of demand In Osaka and 
Kobe exporters are covering this oil with 
much zeal in anticination of a strong demand 
from the United States, where this year the 
output of cottonseed oil is reduced and its 
substitute is wanted, but the supply cannot be 
increased, as oi] millers are reducing their 
production of this oil on account of the in- 
creascd cost of rapeseed, and instead of colza 
oil they are trying to turn out soya and coco- 
nut oil, Within the last few days this oil has 
advanced by 1 yen per case to 22.50 yen per 
case. 

PEANUT OII-—Is sluggish and its price in 
Tokio is 41 yen per picul, The export trade 
in this ofl is also dull. However, holders are 
not discouraged Nor will they lower their 
price any more, for they expect to see a defi- 
nite revival soon on the renewed export nego- 
tiations from the United Seates. 

SESAME OIL—Is renewing its boom on the 
reviving demand from users, As the visible 





stock is small, this boom is expected to last 
much longer. Millers do not increase their 
production on account of the extremely high 


cost of seeds. The ruling price is 27 yen per 
case in Tokio. 

SOYA BEAN OIL—Is advancing in Toklo 
and Osaka with a quick step on account of 
bir purchases made for the United States. 
It is now quoted at 19.50 yen per case, which 
is a rise of 1 yen compared with last week. 

WOOD OIL AND LINSEED OIL—Are poor- 
ly stocked in Japan, but their prices remain 
stationary at present, as buyers are holding 
off their buying orders and business is get- 
ting slack. Wood oil is quoted at 3050 yen 
and linseed oil at 28 yen per case,

CASTOR BEAN BONUS TO FLORIDA GROWERS 


TO INSURE 


HARVESTING OF CROP? 





Government Reported Inclined to Pay $6 a Bushel, or 
Twice the Sum Calculated for 1918. 


Washington, Oct. 11, 1918. 

Government officials concerned in get- 
ting a supply of castor oil to lubricate 
the rotary engines on airships are in con- 
ference today regarding the necessity of 
offering a bonus to the growers of castor 
beans in Florida to harvest their crops. 

This bonus inducement will be in the 
nature of an advance in price for the 
beans delivered over the price stipulated 
in their contracts. 

A committee representing the growers 
of castor beans in Florida, where there is 
an acreage of more than 60,000 acres, has 
been advising here with the government 
officials in the Bureau of Aircraft Pro- 
duction, and the Unised States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This committee con- 
sists of D. C. Gillett of Tampa, Vance 
Helm of Miami, and J. W. Dean. 

The yield per acre in Florida has been 
way below expectations. The field agents 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry have re- 
ported a poor yield in all sections and a 
poorer crop in Florida than Texas and 
some other States. Ofticialy of the United 
States Department of Agriculture admit 
the average crop will be very small. The 
growers have submitted surveys showing 
that the crop will average something like 
bushels to the acre. 

With this poor yieid, and the crop scat- 
tered, coupled with the shortage of labor, 
the growers have become discouraged and 
threaten to leave the bean to go unhar- 
vested. The labor situation is such that 
there is not enough hands to pick the cot- 
ton, much less to harvest beans 2% bush- 
els to the acre, when labor costs $3 a day,

and the beans will bring when shelled 
only $3 per bushel. 

The government officials are under- 
stood to be inclined to allow the grow- 
ers $6 per bushel, or double the price 
stipulated in their contracts. The con- 


tractors have filed a strong brief setting 
forth the difficulties against which they 
have had to contend, some of which they 
blame on the government ollicials, and af- 
fidavits as to cost of production. They 
are arguing for an increase in the price 
to $10 per bushel,

Put on Import Embargo List Under

Washington, Oct. 11, 1918.

(1) shipments made from abroad on or

Europe or Mediterranean Africa when 
coming as return cargo from convenient 
ports where loading can be done without 
delay; (5) shipments of copal or Manila

2,000,000 frances within two years in the 
purchase of machinery in sinking wells 


and in other development. Both the Min- 
ister of Marine and the Minister of Public 
Works requested the Pearsons to obtain 
machinery from the United States at the 
earliest moment, with the assurance that 
the French Government would give ef- 
fect to the tentative agreement. 

One of the terms of this agreement was 
that any company formed to exploit the 
oil fields of Algeria should consist of 
French capital to the extent of two- 
thirds, while two-thirds of the directors 
should be French citizens.

Dresser is president of the or- 
ganization. 

The Sammies Oil Corporation, of 
Oklahoma City, has recently declared 
a 3 per cent. dividend. This is the 
second dividend paid since May. This 
company recently secured 1,800 addi- 
tional acres of leases in the Ranger, 


Texas, field. Last week Sammies pur- 
chased 100 acres in. the Goose Creek 
pool of Texas, adjoining the Hog Island 
tract of the Humble Oil Company. The 
Sammies Oil Corporation’s second well 
brought in last week in the Pine Island, 
Caddo. parish, Louisina, is making 
about 300 barrels. 


At a meeting of the directors of the 
Oklahoma Natural Gag Co., held in Tul- 
sa., Okla., a resolution was adopted au- 
thorizing the segregation of the oil pro- 
duction and gasoline plants from the 
Sas compxeny.

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GASOLINELESS SUNDAYS HAVE EF- 
FECTED SAVING IN MOTOR FUEL— 
BUT THEY WILL BE CONTINUED 
TILL FURTHER NOTICE. 





With the inauguration of the ‘‘gasolineless Sun- 
day”’ as a fcature of wartime petroleum product con- 
servation it was announced that the “‘suggestion”’ 
would be effective temporarily and that an early 
withdrawal of the edict would be forthcoming. De- 
spite the maiked decrease in the consumption of gaso- 
line, however, the Oil Division of the Fuel Admin- 
istration has been forced to announce that the “‘gaso- 
lineless Sunday would continue.” 

The reasons for this action of Mr. Garfield, Fuel 


Administrator, are shown in pellet form: 


The grand total of available gasoline in the 
United States outside of California for the 
week ending September 23, Mr. Garfield an- 
nounced, was 3,302,000 barrels of motor gas- 
oline and 281,000 barrels of aviation gaso- 
line. This is a decrease from a stock of about 


11,000,000 barrels on April 1, and 8,000,- 
000 barrels on August 1. 


While there was a notable saving in the amount 
of gasoline saved through the participation of the 
public in the conservation program suggested, it was 
not sufficient to meet the demands for overseas con- 
sumption and at the same time provide for the in- 
crease of stocks so necessary to the insurance of a 
continuation of petroleum exports. Nevertheless 
there was, according to Mr. Garfield, a saving which 
permitted the shipment overseas of approximately 
500,000 barrels, or 10 shiploads, of gasoline, which 
otherwise would not have been available. In addi- 
tion to this the stocks for immediate shipment ‘in- 
creased from 150,000 to 200,000 barrels. This 
is an apparent saving of some 700,000 barrels, but 
yet it is not enough, and Dr. Garfield as a result 
announced the continuation of the ‘“‘gasolineless 
Sunday.” 

In this connection the Oil Division of the Fuel 
Administration and the Petroleum Division of the 
Bureau of Mines are busily engaged with the prob- 
lem of fuel oil production, particuarly in view of the 
demand that must come with the low gas pressure of 
the coming winter in the natural gas districts and the 
conversion of gas into fuel oil burners in industrial 
plants. This action last winter sent fuel oil way 
above normal and created a shortage of this type of 
fuel, which was a hardship to many industries. 

The combined decision of these two Government 
bodies is that waste of fuel oil must be eliminated to 
a degree exceeding that of gasoline. In other words, 
the two divisions assert that 


every year enough fuel oil is wasted to operate 
all the railroads of the country for one month; 
enough to meet all the demands of the Federal 
Government, including the Army and Navy, 
for a period of five years; enough to equal the 
entire yearly output of the coal mines of Colo- 
rado. And this extravagantly wasted! 


Of the 160,000,000 barrels of fuel oil produced 
last year no less than 40,000,000 barrels were 
wasted; that is, they might have been saved by more 
intelligent operation of industrial plants and by 
proper firing. This represents an expenditure of 
$140,000,000 a year on a basis of $3.50 a barrel, 
and is the equivalent of 10,000,000 tons of coal. 

“It is a new chapter in national profligacy,” de- 
clares Director Van H. Manning, of the Bureau of 
Mines, “‘and calls for something more than criticism 
from a Federal official. It calls for immediate and 
drastic action, and, with the co-operation of the Fuel 
Administration, we propose to see that this waste is 
stopped.” 

This type of conservation will recommend itself to 
pioducers and consumers alike, since it implies no 
hardship, while developing a higher percentage of 
efficiency which will be more nearly permanent in 
character than arly simply ameliorative measure.

ACTIVITY IN THE PETROLEUM FIELDS 
CONTINUES ON INCREASING SCALE, 
WITH FINE SHOWING IN IMPOR- 
TANT DISTRICTS. 





Reports from the several petroleum fields of the 
country indicate that even more attention is being 
paid to the request of the Oil Division of the Fuel 
Administration for increased production of crude oil. 
There have been no such gushers reported during the 
interim as the 20,000-barrel well in Wyoming, 
which was a feature of recent developments in the 
Rocky Mountain State, but in completions and in 
new output during the week the showing has been a 
good one. 

Interest centers in the Texas Panhandle and the 
new Hull and Columbia sections of Texas, with 
Pine Island, Louisiana, and Tennessee, where the 
testing out of a vast territory has been begun. 

Gasoline and refined products conservation is not 
now confined to the United States, for Canada has 
adopted a system of licenses to control both the 
wholesale and retail distribution of gasoline in the 
Dominion. Retail maximum prices have been estab- 
lished for establishments selling gasoline in quantities 
above 1,000 gallons a month, and profits are based 
on a 10 per cent. advance over the wholesale price, 
delivered. 

After two months of conferences and the adjust- 
ment of hundreds of specifications and tests to deter- 
mine the most efficient for standard quantity produc- 
tion of aviation and motor gasoline and fuel oil the 
Interdepartmental Committee on Standardization of 
Specifications for Petroleum Products has announced 
its decisions. The Inter-Allied Petroleum Confer- 
ence, which has been holding sessions with the Presi- 
dential committee, will also recommend the adoption 
of these specifications for aviation and motor gaso- 
line. The British specifications for fuel oil are and 
have to be different, the committee explains. The 
work of co-ordinating the activities of all departments 
and war work establishments interested in the supply 
of petroleum products was taken at the direct insti- 
gation of President Wilson as an essential depart- 
ment of war conservation work. he specifications 
complete will be found on another page of this issue 
of the Reporter. 

Eastern Fields. 


The report for the week just ended in the high- 
grade fields of the East is not particularly encourag- 
ing to those looking for increased production and 
field work. There was a heavy decline in the num- 
ber of finished wells, dry holes and also in produc- 
tion. The total number of completions for the period 
was 150, as against 194 for the week previous, while 
the production of new oil dwindled from 4,033 bar- 
rels to 3,711 barrels, a loss of 322 barrels. West 
Virginia led the list, with 58 completions and 2,108 
barrels of new oil, yet of these completions 16 were 
gassers and | were dry, leaving a good average for 
the 31 wells actually producing oil. Kentucky re- 
ports show a decline to 25 completions and 1,210 
barrels of new production. Pennsylvania had but 4 


completions and 52 barrels of new oil. 
Mid-Continent. 


The August statement of the pipelines in the Mid- 
Continent gives additional proof of the demand for

crude oil above the supply, in the statement that there 
was a decrease of 3,023,660 barrels in stocks, a de- 
cline of 452,063 barrels in runs and an increase in 
deliveries (consumption) of 254,464 barrels. The 
amount of oil removed from storage during August 
is the largest in the history of the field. Reports from 
all sectioas of Oklahoma during the week show good 
producers, although 450 barrels was about the maxi- 
mum of any one of the new wells. The largest well 
completed in Cushing for several months has this 
capacity. The total Oklahoma production for Au- 
gust was 237,526 barrels, while Kansas had 1 16,- 
400 barrels, a total of 353,926 for the period. 


Kansas. 


The largest well brought in during the week in 
Kansas was one of 1,000 barrels from a sand found 
at 2,361 feet. The production of Butler county is 
holding up to a daily average of about 110,000 bar- 
rels, with production outside. of El Dorado about 
20,000 barrels a day, making the total at the present 
time for the State 130,000 barrels. Wildcatting is. 
as active as it was a year ago, despite the scarcity of 
labor and material. There are now 2,650 producing 
wells in the Butler county field, and, in addition, it is 
estimated that there are 1,200 inside locations wait- 
ing to be drilled. : 

W yoming. 


Despite the cold weather and the shutting out of 
production of important territory in the Salt Creek 
field the report from Wyoming for the month of 
September shows activity to an extent unapproached 
for many months. During September 60 wells were 
finished, with 4 gassers and 16 dry holes, while the 
new output of oil is placed at 6,286 barrels. This 
does not include the production of the big well re- 
cently completed, but which is now producing at the 
rate of 6,000 barrels a day. There were 51 rigs 
up and 200 wells drilling at the end of the month, 
an increase of 3 rigs and 27 drilling wells over the 
August figures. 


Texas Panhandle. 
Kentucky, Tennessee and the Panhandle fields of .- 


Texas—never for a moment overlooking the Pine 
Island fields of the Caddo district in northwest 
Louisiana—are the bright spots in an otherwise nor- 
mal crude petroleum situation. The Panhandle is 
without doubt the best looking section of the country 
today, and experts look to it to produce the banner 
amount of crude in the near future. During the 
period just ended there were 47 completions with 
17,700 barrels of new oil, and of the completions | 
was a gasser while 15 were dry. This makes the 
average per well an interesting one. The banner 
production of this section was given by Burkburnett, 
with 15 completions, two of which were dry, and a 


new output of 8,040 barrels. 


Gulf Coast. 

The bringing in of a 2,500-barrel well in the Gulf 
Coast in the Sour Lake field was the feature of the 
week there. At Edgerly, South Louisiana, a well 
of 1,000 barrels also added to the interest. Both 
these districts have failed to produce a large well for 
some time. he complete new production for the 
Coastal fields for the week ending October 5 was 
5,165 barrels, to which Sour Lake contributed 
2,540 barrels, Goose Creek 1,275 barrels, Edgerly 
1,000 barrels, and the balance scattered, although 
the almost forgotten Welsch pool in South Louisiana 
came back with a 200-barrel well. There were 25 


completions, with 11 failures. 
Refined Products. 


The situation in the refined products. market re- 
mains about as it has been for the past weeks, the 
natural resul of the stabilization of crude oil prices 
and premiums, and the further regulation by the Oil 
Division of the Fuel Administration in refusing per- 
mission to Western refiners to advance prices of 
naphthas and illuminating oils above the quotations 
of July 21. The demand for the gasoline-naphtha 
group still continues at high pitch, and despite the 
saving effected so far by the Sunday pleasure car 
conservation suggestion. 

In the lubricating oil group there is a heavy de- 
mand for the cylinder stocks, with prices extremely 
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firm; viscous and non-viscous neutrals are steady, 
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prices are firm, with fair demand. There is a better

GASOLINE AND FUEL OIL SPECIFICATIONS 
MADE BY INTERDEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE 





Action Follows Hundreds of Tests to Determine Most 
Efficient Standards for Quantity Production. 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 


Specifications for standard tests of avia- 
tion gasoline, motor gasoline and fuel oil 
have just been announced by, the Inter- 
departmental Committee on Standardiza- 
tion of Specifications for Petroleum Prod- 
ucts. For nearly two months this com- 
mittee, authorized by President Wilson 
to co-ordinate the activities of all de- 
partments and war work establishments 
interested in the supply of petroleum 
products, has been holding conferences 
and adjusting the hundreds of specifica- 
tions and tests to determine those most 
efficient for standard, quantity production 
in the present emergency. This is the 
first announcement of their decisions. 

The committee, headed by Mark L. 
Requa, chief of the Oil Division, U. 8S. 
Fuel Administration, feels that these spe- 
cifications have been made as easy for 
all interests as possible, and that they 
will be welcomed by producers, refiners 
and consumers, as they are believed to be 
a valuable help towards winning the war. 

The Interallied Petroleum Conference, 
which has been holding sessions with the 
Presidential Committee, will also recom- 
mend the adoption of these specifications 
for aviation gasoline and motor gasoline. 
The British specifications are and have 
to be different, the comdittee explains, 
as regards fuel oil. 


Export Gasoline. 


The specifications for aviation gasoline (ex- 
port, fighting and domestic) as adopted are as 
follows: 

1. COLOR. 

The color shal! be water white,

2. FOREIGN MATTER. 

The gasoline shall be free from acid, undis-

(2) Preparation of Reagents.—Sodium plum- 
bite or ‘‘doctor solution.’’ Dissolve approxi- 
mately 125 grams of sodium hydroxide (NaOH) 
in a liter of distilled water. Add 60 to 70 
-grams of litharge (PbO) and _ shake vigor- 
ously for 15 to 30 minutes, or let stand with 
occasional shaking for at least a day. Allow 
to settle and decant or siphon off the clear 
liquid. Filtration through a mat of asbestos 
may be employed if the solution does not set- 
tle clear The solution should be kept in a 
bottle tightly stoppered with a cork, 


Sulfur:—Obtain pure flowers of sulfur. 

(b) Making a ‘Test.—Shake vigorously to- 
gether two volumes of gasoline and one vol- 
ume of the ‘‘doctor solution’’ (0 cc. c. of 
gasoline and 5 e«, e. of ‘‘doctor  solution’’ 
in an ordinary test tube; or proportional quan- 
tities in a 4-ounce oil-sample bottle may con- 
venienily be used), After shakine for about 
fifteen seconds. a small pinch of flowers of 
sulfur should be added and the tube again 
shiken for 15 seconds and allow to settle. 
The quantity of sulfur used should be such 
that practically all of the sulfur floats on the 
surface, separating the gasoline from the 
“doctor solution.’’ 

(c) Interpretation of Results.—If the gasoline 
is discolored, or if the sulfur film is so dark 
that its yellow color is noticeably masked, the 
test shall be reported as positive and the gas- 
oline condemned as “‘sour.’’ If the liquid re- 
mains unchanged in color and if the sulfur 
film is bright -yellow or only slightly discol- 
ored with gray or flecked with black the test 
shall be reported negative and the gasoline 
considered ‘‘sweet."’ 

4. CORROSION AND GUMMING TEST. 


The gasiline when subjected to the corrosion 
test shall show no gray or black corrosion and 
no weighable amount of gum,

The apparatus used in this test consists of a 
fiesh!y polished hemispherical dish of spun 
copper, approximately 3% inches in diameter.

FEWER COMPLETIONS, LESS NEW OUTPUT 
FOR WEEK IN HIGH-GRADE EASTERN FIELDS 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 11, 1918. 


A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinoig and Kentucky, for the 
week shows a heavy decline in the number of 
finished wells, dry holes and new production, 
while in gas wetlls there is a slight increase. 
The cause of the decline is no doubt due to the 
fact that the oil people to a man were ow 
hustling for the Fourth Liberty Loan. The 
oil people are of the patriotic kind and are 
certainiy holding up their end in this world’s 
war, They are not only putting their money 
that they ‘have to spare in Liberty bonds ana 
at the same time are spending large sums in 
attempts to develop new and prolific oil pools, 
so as to have a bountiful supply for all gov- 
ernment use. There is plenty of oil on top 
the ground for all purposes, but that does not 
satisfy the trade, as they believe in having 
enough in sight, in case of a heavy drain upon 
the stocks, and to that end much wildcat work 
is being done, There is no danger of a short- 
age in gasoline, and it can easily be doubled 
if the refineries will speed up. While the 
high-grade fields outside of Kentucky show 
but little improvement, the well owners by ac- 
tive drilling are able to maintain the daily 
average production, but have not been able to 
increase it any; therefore the territory to the 
west of the Mississippi River is looked upon 
for the bulk of the supply, and the Panhandle- 
North Texas field is surely doing its share. 
Wyoming could come at a rapid rate were the 
trade allowed to get to work on the withdrawn 
land, where oil in quantities is known to exist, 
but the gate is up, and many wells on witn- 
drawal lands that should be finished are shut 
down awaiting the decision of the govern-

Peculiar Litigation. 


In the September term of the United States 
District Court at Frankfort, Ky., which has 
just adjourned, is one of the most peculiar 
eases known for a long period, and shows to 
the average oil man that they are taking 
chances in developing parts of the lands in 
Eastern Kentucky for oil and gas. Thousands 
upon thousands of dollars have been lost in 
litigation over titles in Eastern Kentucky 
since the oil development work started at Ir- 
Vine about four years ago. One well-known 
oil operator alone has lost over a million dol- 
lars worth of oil holdings on account of the 
court decisions. The latest case is that of 
J. D. Crabtree against the Crown Oil Com- 
pany and the Quaker Oil Company, The tracr 
of land the title to which is in controversy 
was considered of so little value that Crab- 
tree, to whom his father, Simpson Crabtree, 
had deeded the land, left the farm to take 
eare of itself in a manner, and went to Oregon 
to live, having neglected to have his deed re- 
corded. When oil was discovered in that sec- 
ticn and oil prospectors began to offer goodly 
sums for lands and leases, the elder Crabtree 
was induced to lease the oil rights upon his 
son’s land, the lease being originally made to 
Pratt & Watkins, who transferred to a man 
named Mullins and he to the oil compantes, 
who are now holding as against J. D. Crab- 
onto the land,

WYOMING RECORD OF COMPLETIONS FOR 
SEPTEMBER LARGEST FOR MANY MONTHS 


Lander, Wyo., Oct, 10, 1918. 
Cold weather has made its appearance in the 


Wyoming petroleum fields and from now on 
work will naturally lag until the spring sea- 
son comes again, when work will be rushed, 


if nothing prevents, like the withdrawal of 
lands. During September the total number of 
wells finished in the State was 60, the largest 
for a long time, Of this number four were 
gas wells and-sixteen were dry holes, the new 
production of the oil wells being 6,286 barrels, 
which does not include the big well recently 
drilled in by the Midwest Refining Company 
in the Salt Lake field and estimated at as high 
as 20,000 barrels but now producing 6,000 
barrels a day. The present month is not ex- 
pected to make as good a showing as did the 
previeus month, although a great many wells 
are near the deep sands, 

There are seven rigs up and 71 wells ¢rill- 
ing in the Pig Muddy field. In the Salt Creek 
fieid there are 14 rigs and 28 wells drilling; in 
Fremont county, 5 rigs and 18 drilling wells: 
in Niobrara county, Lusk field, 16 rigs and 
® Wells drilling; Thermopolis, Grass Creek and 


Warm Springs field, 2 rigs and 21 drilling 
wells; in Tensleep, Elk Basin and Washakie 
fields, 3 rigs and 9 wells drilling; in Carbon 






county, 3 rigs and 7 drilling wells; in Cody, 
Byron and Greybull field, 2 rigs and 11 drilling 
wells, while in wildcat territory there is 1 rig 
and 26 wells drilling, making a total of 51 
rigs-up and 200 wells drilling, This is an in- 
ase over the August figures of 3 rigs and 27 
drilling wells.

Food Saving Regulations. 


probable that the oil companies will 
adopt the same food saving regulations as 
prevail in the States, The Cortez Oil Com- 
pany is the first to take the lead in this re- 
spect and has put in force in its commissary 
the rules regarding the sale of flour, sugar 
and other items that Food Director Hoover 
of the United States has designated as neces- 
sary to conserve in order to help win the 
war, Other companies are contemplating put- 
ting in the same rules, 

As yet there has been no concerted action 
by the companies, but in conversation with 
officials of some of the larger companies it 
was: learned that such action might become 
necessary soon unless restrictions governing 
the importation are lightened or the oil com- 
pany employes voluntarily reduce their pur- 
chases. 

It also may become necessary to make more 
stringent rules governing the consumption of 
imported foods in the fields, 

There is nothing new to report in the situa- 
tion arising out of the decrees covering 
the nationalization of the lands. The whole 
question is up before the Supreme Court for 
decision, and it probably will be seme time 
yet before a judgment is rendered. Meanwhile 
work here is at a standstill, no new work is 
being undertaken, and only such work is 
being done as is necessary to hold leases. 
Some of the companies are doing no drilling 
at all, and none of them are working up to 
what they would if conditions were different.

ALL PETROLEUM FIELDS OF THE COUNTRY 


Fort Worth, Tex., Oct. 9, 1918. 

There is no doubt in the minds of those fa- 
miliar with the petroleum industry of the 
country as to the outlook in the Panhandle- 
North Texas fields. Today they are looked 
upon as the spot for the great future supply 
of crude. There is a wave of prosperity 
throughout that section of the big State as a 
result of oil operations, Men who were scarce- 
ly able to pay the taxes on their land are 
now either rich or in easy circumstances. Not 
only are the land owners made happy in this 
v. but the workingmen of the new oil ter- 


way, r 
ritory are given opportunities to turn their 
manual labor -to a profitable account. They 
have plenty of work in the oil industry at 
exceedingiy high wages. In addition multi- 
tudes of skilled oil workers are kept busy. 


At the same time the oil producers, likewise, 
are sharing in the prevalent prosperity. They 
are getting big results from drilling opera- 
“one opening of the Ranger field at this late 
day is a boon to the oil industry and will 
help along wonderfully in supplying the needed 
supply of petroleum for war purposes, This 
wonderful field has been overlooked. It vis 
about sixteen years ago that Prof, Robert Ee 
Hill. who was in 1902 with the Texas State 
Geological Department, first discovered the 
Ranger possibilities as well as_ the Brown- 
wood field, in Brown county, Texas. Both 
these fields lay dormant for at least fifteen 
vears, although some test work was done early

Pinto, Jack, Young, Archer,’ Throckmorton, 
Wilbarger, Baylor, San Saba, Taylor, Parker, 
Erath, Cocho, Callahan and McCulloch. Be 
tween Jones, Taylor, Cocho and Runnels coun- 
ties and the new Mexico line is a vast area 
of territory that has not been developed and 
covers an area of close to two hundred miles 
east and west and for close to four hundred 
miles northeast and southwest. At this time 
this vast area of territory is being taken under 
lease as fast as leasers can do the work, In

Shumway Suit Settled. 


The Shumway suit, which for the past five 
months has tied up the royalty on the famous 
Shumway lease in Butler county, has been set- 
tled, the unit holders and the Winchesters 
paying to the defendant $240,000. 

The suit, which involved the Shumway lease, 
was filed in the Butler County District Court 
last May by Donald C. Martindell, as next 
friend of William Evarts Kosworth, a minor 
grandson of the late A. J. Shumway, the orig- 
inal owner of the famous quarter section. In 
the petition Kosworth asked that the will be 
get aside, and that he be given his share of 
the estate, which amounts to one-twelfth of 
the property left by A. J. Shumway at the 
time of his death, which included the Shumway 
lease, 

The Gypsy Oil Company the Uncle Sam and 
300 or more unit owners in the Shwmway roy- 
alty were made parties to the suit, which tied 
up the one-half of the one-eighth royalty which 
was purchased from the Winchesters by Stan- 
ley Brothers, along with the sixteenth which 
is held by Mrs. Winchester. The accumulated 
dividends on the royalty, which is operated by 
the Gypsy Oil Company, amounts to $800,000, 
one-half of which goes to Mrs. Winchester and 
the other half to the unit holders of the roy- 
alty. The Gypsy Oil Company has been hold- 
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ing all dividends since the suit was filed, but 
will now turn over the money to Mrs. Win- 
chester and the trustee for the royalty com- 
pany within the next few days. 


Butler Producing 110,000 Barrels a 
Day. 


Since Butler county was opened up as an oil 
field there has been 3,100 wells drilled in the 
county, 450 of which have been dry holes, and 
the others producers. There are now 2,650 
producing wells in the field, yielding a 
daily average of 110,000 barrels. It is estie 
mated that there are yet 1,200 inside locations 
to be drilled. 


The proven area of Butler county comprises 
40,000 acres, and production is scattered over 
this area for thirty miles in length from north 
to south. At its widest point—between El Do- 
= and Towanda—the distance is about ten 
miles. 


Production in Kansas, outside of El Dorado, 
amounts to 20,000 barrels making a total of 
130,006 barrels daily for the State. 

Wildcatting is as active in the State as it 
was a year ago, and 115 tests are now drilling 
or will soon be started, rigs having been com- 
pleted or locations made in different parts of 
the State. 


The Butler county field will be a busy dis- 
trict for many years, as the areas of the 
Elbing field and the Fox Bush field, the A-1 
field and the Joliffe field are yet unknown. 
There are operators who believe the Fox Bush 
field will be extended a considerable distance 
south and west, and that the biggest produc- 
tion in that district is yet to be found. The 
Elbing pool is one of unknown quantity, but 
its prospects appear hright. A half dozen of 
the largest operators in the field are spending 
thousands of dollars there to aid in proving 
it. Some idea of its extent will be known 
between now and the first of the year, as 
overal tests now being started should be in 
by that time. 


DEEP TESTS RULE IN ONTARIO OIL FIELDS; 
WESTERN CANADA ACTIVITIES ARE NORMAL 


Chatham, Ont., Oct. 9, 1918. 


Drilling in the Tilbury field and the southern 
part of Kent county, Ontario, this year has 
been pretty well limited to deep tests, none of 
which have so far been particularly successful. 
The Southern Ontario Gas Company or its sub- 
sidiaries are behind most of these ventures. 


The Southern Ontario Gas Company’s deep 
well on Rondeau Provincial Park was drilled 
to 3,600 feet. Drilling has been shut down and 
the rig is being rebuilt and strengthened to 
continue the test to the granite. Further west 
there has been some deep drilling in Romney 
township. The Southern Ontario Gas Company 
is reported to have two rigs at work north of 
Wheatley, and has started a third test on the 
Featherston farm, Campbell side road and 
Concession 5. The Daley interests have got a 
little gas in drilling near Wheatley, and are 
reported to be continuing work. 


In the southern part of Raleigh township 
the deep test of the Southern Ontario Gas Com- 
pany on the O’Phee farm, near Charing Cross, 
showed a fair amount of gas at the shallow 
level, around 1,350 feet, and this gas is being 
fed into the main pipeline. Drilling has been 
discontinued for the time being. 


The Trenton Oil and Gas Company, of To- 
ronto, is drilling in Essex county, north of 
Leamington, ‘in the northwest corner of Mersea 
township. This test is to be carried to the 
granite. In Norfolk county one of the_Do- 
minion Natural Gas Company’s tests at Long 
Point had to be abandoned, and the rig has 
been moved a little to a new location. The 
other is reported drilling at 1,700 feet, with a 
slight showing of gas just above the Red 
Medina. 

In the Dover field, Kent county, the Union 
Natural Gas Company has two fishing jobs— 
one at No. 10 well, on the Dover side of the 
river, and the other at the well on the Paul 
Trudell farm, Concession 1, Tilbury East, on 
the south side. In the Trudell well the casing 
caved at 2,040 feet. No. 8 well, in Dover, is 
drilling at 3,485 feet without a show. No. 11 is 
drilling in the upper formations. No. 9 is shut 
down. 

In the Mosa township shallow field the Glen- 
coe Syndicate’s well on the Hugh McLauchlin 
farm, concession 8, proved a failure, finishing 
with only a small show of oil at 402 feet. The 
rig is being moved to No. 2 location on the 
Angus A. Campbell farm, lot 5, concession 8. 
No. 7 well of the Rockwood Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is reported to have started with a pro- 
duction of 100 barrels a day. This company is 
reported to have resumed work on its deep test 
near Rockwood, in Halton county, and is drill- 
ing in the Trenton limestone at 2,100 feet. 

Word has been received from Flight Lieut. 
Ted Bullen, of Petrolia, that he is now a pris- 
oner in Germany. He was reported missing 
after an offensive patrol some weeks ago. He 
got into a scrap with three Fokker biplanes, 
and after a stiff fight his petrol tank was shot 
through, the engine stopped, and he had to 
descend 20 miles behind the German lines. 

The Manufacturers’ Natural Gas Company, 
of Hamilton, has officially notified the city that 
it has turned over its assets to the Dominion 
Natural Gas Company and intends to surrender 
its charter. The company was organized to 
supply natural gas to certain large industries 
at Hamilton, and also supplied a_ specified 
amount of gas to the city. 

The Ontario Railway and Municipal Board is 
meeting in Brantford this week to consider the 
applications of the Southern Ontario Gas Com- 
pany and of the Beaver Oil and Gas Company 
for increased rates for natural gas. 


Maritime Provinces. 


Under the direction of James McTavish, New 
Brunswick manager of the Imperial Oil, Ltd., 


large extensions are being made to the dis- 
tributing system of that company in New 
Brunswick. The Imperial Oil distributing 


plant in St. John, located on Sheflield street, 
is being enlarged, and a new warehouse, 240 by 
60 feet, is now nearing completion. The build- 
ing is of fireproof construction and electrically 
equipped throughout, and besides storage and 
shipping facilities it includes a. cooper shop 
with electrically operated machinery and all 
necessary pumping facilities for loading and 
unloading. The plant has storage capacity for 


300,000 gallons of gasoline and kerosene and 
72,000 gallons of lubricating oil. A new uptown 
office has been opened on Prince William 


street, which is more centrally located than 


the old Nelson street office. The company has 
also erected tank stations at Shediac, Chatham, 
Newcastle, Grand Falls, Campbellton and 
Florenceville. 


The Public Utilities Commission of New 
Brunswick recently heard the application of 
the Moncton Tramways, Electricity and Gas 
Company for rermission to increase rates for 
natural gas supplied Moncton and to cut off 
certain industrial users. The new rates pro- 
posed are 48c. net for domestic and 40c. net 
for industrial purposes. The old rates were 
38c. net for domestic, l5c. for heating and 25c 
for manufacturing. E. B. Reeser, of Pitts- 
burg, general manager of the company, testi- 
fied that in the six years the company has been 
operating as a distributor the dividends paid 
have been $33,750, or about one-half of 1 per 
cent. per annum on the capital stock outstand- 
ing. Three producing companies have spent 
$1,000,000 in developing the field. He urged the 
need of conservation in view of the failing gas 
supply. After hearing some testimony an ad- 
jJournment was made to permit the parties 
concerned to get together and reach an am- 
icable agreement if possible.

No startling developments have been aeeaiad 
in the Peace River field, where the Tar Island 
Oil and Gas Company well on section 24-85-21-5 
and the Three Creeks Oil Company’s wel! on 
section 12-85-21-5 are pretty near the point 
where a pumping test can be made. The Tar 
Isianc well had just entered the main oi] sand 
when some trouble with the shoe at the bot- 
tom of the 6-inch casing necessitated a shut- 
down till a new shoe could be secured. No 
reports have come in from the Three Creeks 
Wel! recently, but it has been drilling at about 
the Same depth as the Tar Island test. 

The Consolidated Oi] Fields, drilling o ive 
lot 9, just north of Peace .iiver village, struck 
three showings of oil and gas in the first 307 
feet ot drilling. The first showing was en- 
countered at 102 feet, and drilling continued 
through seamy sands down to 240 feet, where 
Sandstone was entered. Here quite a bit of 
gas was Struck, and the oil baled indicated a 
pumping capacity of one to two barrels a day 
This sandstone was underlain with shale, 
filled with ammonites which showed a glisten- 
ing purple in the tailings. At 307 feet an- 
other sandstone formation was reached, and 
at 312 feet more oil and gas were struck 
the gas flow forcing the oil and water in the 
hole above the top of the casing.

‘MID-CONTINENT PIPELINE REPORT FOR 


AUGUST SHOWS HEAVY STOCK DECLINES 


Tulsa, Okla., Oct. 9, 1918. 

The outstanding feature of the August state- 
ment of pipelines handling Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas crude is the decrease of 3,023,660 barrels in 
stocks. There was a decline in runs of 458,063 
barrels, in cOmparison with July, and an in- 
crease in shipments of 254,464 barrels. The de- 
crease in runs may be attributed to a decline 
in production in Kansas. 

The quantity of oil taken from storage in 
August is. the largest in the history of the 
field. This reduction was made in the face 
of the fact that the average daily production 


of Oklahoma and Kansas during August was 
353,926 barrels. The largést companies drew 
on their storage as follows:—The Texas Com- 
pany, 686,000 barrels; Gulf Pipeline Company, 
862,000 barrels; Prairie Oil and Gas Company. 
400,000 barrels; Carter Oil Company, 900,000 


barrels.

2,500-BARREL WELL IN SOUR LAKE FIELD 
BEST PRODUCER FOR WEEK IN GULF COAST 


Houston, Texas, Oct. 8, 1918. 
What promised to be a very dull wee 
ended up with several good wells. At or 
Lake the Texas Company got a well flow- 
ing 2,500 barrels, the largest to be com- 
pleted in that district for some time, while 
at Edgerly, in South Louisiana, Emmerson 
& Sutton completed a well floiwng 1,000 
barrels, The importance of these wells lies 
in the fact of their completion in diistricts 
that have not had any large wells for some 


time. This is the first. good well in the 
Edgerly field since the hurricane. The well 
is known as No. 1 Hunter and is 1,000 


feet north of the nearest producing well on 
the Gulf Refining Company’s Bright-Penn 
lease, Another well of interest in the South 
Louisiana fields wags the completion of a 
200-barrel well in the old Welsch district. It 
belongs to Anderson et al. and is on the 
Rio Bravo Oil Company’s land, It is about 
1,200 feet deep and will start up work in 
this old district, which has been dormant 
for the past two years. 


West Columbia. 


West Columbia, in Brazoria county, with 
three tests showing for wells at the close 
of the week, was being’ watched by the 
more important companies in the Gulf 
coast division. The Texas Company has 
succeeded in getting, the wash pipe out of 
No. 10 Hogg and it is flowing at the rate 
of 150 barrels a day. 


Quiet Week at Hull. 


There was little change at Hull, in Lib- 
erty county, in the week. The three wells 
of the Republic Production Company are 
producing around 2,000 barrels of pipeline 
oil daily. “No. 4 Delbear is producing 1,400 
barrels; No. 6 is producing 500 barrels, 

Shortage of pipe has hampered drilling 
operations lately. There is very little pipe 
of standard size in stock for sale, although 
the big companies have stock on hand 
sufficient, 

The total new production of the coastal 
fields for the week ending October 5 was 
5,165 barrels. Sour Lake produced the 
greatest number of barrels of any of the 
districts for the first time for many months 
with a total of 2,540 barrels. Goose Creek 
had 1,275 barrels; Edgerly, 1,000; Humble, 
550; Saratoga, 300, and Damon Mound, 300 
barrels, while the old, almost forgotten dis- 
trict of Welsch, in South Louisiana, came 
back with a 200-barrel well. There were 
25 completiong in all districts of the Gulf 
coast, of which 11 were failures, including 
two wildcat tests, one in South Texas and 
the other in South Louisiana. 


At Goose Creek. 


There were three producers, the largest 
belonging to the Humble Oil and Refining 
Gompany, which had a 1,000-barrel well in 
its No. 33 Gaillard. The other two wells 
belonging to the Gulf Production Company, 
No. 13 Gaillard pumping 200 barrels and 
No. 1 Busch pumping 75. E, F. Sims & 
Co, are putting No. 11 Schilling on air, and 
the Texas Company is bailing No. 1 Ledger. 
Efforts to bring ‘back the test of the Crown 
Oil and Refining Company’s No. 20 Gaillard 
have not been successful so far, It flowed 
6,000 barrels a day for a short time a week 
or so ago, but soon ceased to flow. It was 
placed on air, but the indications are that 
it will prove a water well. 

The average daily production of the Goose 
Creek district for the week was 31,000 bar- 


rels, 
At Humble. 


The big producer of the Texas Company, No. 
182 Landslide, which came in last week after 
having been drilled deeper as a 7,000-barrel 
well, sanded up and stopped flowing in the 
middle of the week. An effort is now being 
made to bring it back, The deep test of the 
Invincible Oil Company, on the Griffith 100 
acres, one mile west of the Herman 500-acre 
lease, is drilling around 3,500 feet, with noth- 
ing worth while showing. South of the Ste- 
venson league several oil companies drilling 
on the Morris heirs’ acreage are having con- 


siderable trouble trying to shut off water. 
The Organic Oil Company’s No, 3 Morris, 
which came in some time ago, reported as a 
300-barrel well, is now pumping 50 barrels 


a day. Three deep tests are drilling in this 
locality, all below 3,000 feet. The most im- 
portant well of the week at Humble was the 
Texas Company’s No. 24 Koehler flowing 400 
barrels, The Republic Production Company 
put its No. 1 Wheeler-Pickens on air, flowing 
100 barrels. North of the river the West 
Production got a 30-barrel pumper in its No. 
1 San Jacinto, on the banks of the river on 
State land, ‘Besides these mentioned, several 
small pumpers were completed in the shallow 
section of the field and five tests were aban- 
doned. The Castell Oil Company worked over 
its No. 2 Behring-Cortes, pumping 20 barrels, 
Duff & Jackson got a 25-barrel well in No. 1 
Dick and Bradley Bros. a §-barrel one in No. 
9 Moore The average daily production for 
the week was 17,000 Obarrels. 


Sour Lake. 


Drilling is more active at Sour Lake at 
present than it has been for some time past. 


Thirteen tests are drilling and there 

new derricks. What is considered as the best 
well for this district for many months was 
completed by the Texas Company on its big 
fee piece, No. 299, which is flowing 2,500 bar- 
rels oil a day. The company is rigging up to 
deepen No 276 and to start No. 1 Broussard 
The Lake Oil Company got a 50-barrel well 
in No. 12 Jackson. The Humble Oil and Re- 
fining Company is putting No. 30 Hardin on 
standard rig. The average daily production 
for the week in the Sour Lake district was 
8.500 barrels for the past week, If the new 
well holds up it should run 2,000 barrels better 


At Saratoga. 


_The Texas Company worked over its No. 1 
Nancy Fuller, pumping 150 barrels oil. The

South Louisiana. 


The Sovth Louisiana fields have about re- 
covered from the emects of the recent hurri- 
cane, At Edgerly the completion of No. 1 
Hunter by Emmerson and Sutton resulted in a 
1,000-barrel flowing well.

September Review. 


Results in drilling for the month of Sep- 
tember showed a decided improvement over 
the record of the preceding month, Com- 
pletions were more numerous and the cal- 
iber of new producers a little larger. There 
were 115 completions in the coastal fields 
recorded for the month of September, an 
increase of eight over the figures given 
for August. There were 42 failures in Sep- 
tember, against 31 in August, yet Septem- 
ber had a total initial production from all 
fields of 41,450 barrels of oil from 73 pro- 
ducing wells, while August had a total of 
18,685 barrels from 76 producers. 

About half of the wildcat tests of the 
coastal country were shut down during 
September and continue so, due chiefly to 
shortage of pipe, which is hitting the wild- 
cat operator hard. The more important 
companies continue to drill on their wildcat 
tests, as they had a supply of pipe stored 
or ordered ahead, so that they have not 
felt the lack of it. Outside of Barber 
Hill, in Chambers county, the wildcats in 
September were not interesting. At Bar- 
ber Hill the Unity Petroleum Company com- 
pleted a well reported to be pumping 50 
barrels daily. The Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company tested in Liberty county, but did 
not succeed in getting a well,

CENTRAL WEST TEXAS OIL LEASES SOLD 
FOR AS HIGH AS $2,700 PER ACRE 





One Little Country Churchyard Yields $4,000 a Day—

50,000 Barrels. 


Eastland, Tex., Oct. 11, 1918. 
Far more money has been made by land 
owners in the new oil-producing region of 
Central West Texas from lease of their 
holdings than from the sale of oil. In 
many instances men who a few months 


ago were land poor are now literally 
“rolling in wealth.’’” They have the cash 
in hand. 


Before oil was discovered in this region 
land values ranged all the way from $20 to 


$50 per acre. With the bringing in of 
producing wells in a belt of territory, with 
a width of about seventy-five miles and a 
length of more than 200 miles north and 
south, oil operators and_ speculators 
flocked in from all parts of the United 
States and land owners have received as 
high as $2,700 per acre for the oil rights 
of their holdings, in addition to one- 
eighth of all the oil that the wells thereon 
may yield. 

While $2,700 per acre is an exceptional 
price, and has been paid in only a few 
instances, the payment of $500 per acre 
for oil leases is common. 


650 Acre Lease $1,250,000. 


Only a few days ago H. P. Brelsford, a 
lawyer of Eastland, was called to New 
York on business. He had leased a few 
acres of his 665-acre farm, situated a few 
miles north of here, to the Gulf Produc- 
tion Company. It was in unproved or wild- 
cat territory, and Mr. Brelsford had been 
trying before he left to lease the re- 
mainder of this farm for $100 per accre, 
but there were no takers. Shortly after 
he left for New York the Gulf Producction 
Company brought in a big well upon the 
lease. Mr. Brelsford was immediately 
swamped with telegrams from oil men 
and speculators offering fabulous cash 
prices for leases of his land. It is re- 
ported he has just closed a deal for leas- 
ing 650 acres for $1,250,000, or a little less 
than $2,000 per acre. Besides this sum 
he is to receive one-eighth of all the oil 
produced. 

The ten-acre farm of E. Roper, near 
here, was leased for oil exploration for 
2,700 per acre a few days ago. 

In the vicinity of Ranger and in this 
little town itself undreamed of wealth 
has come to the land and lot owners. One 
of these is ‘‘Uncle’’ Bud Irving, a pic- 
turesque character. For many long years 
Irving had been plodding along, getting 
good and bad crops from his none too 
good acres. Then came the oil ex- 
citement. Smooth-talking well-groomed 
men paid him court and deference day 
and night. They begged and pleaded with 
him to lease his land to them. “Uncle” 
Bua was not ina hurry. Prices and bids 
continued to rise. 

“Well, I reckon I can get enough money 
from a lease of my farm now to make 
myself more than comfortable the rest 


of my life,”” he decided one day. 
“tncle’ Bud received a princely sum in 

cash—upwards of $200,000, it is said.

50,000 Barrels a Day. 


It is estimated that the daily produc- 
tion of the several fields in the Central 
West Texas region now aggregates more 
than 50,000 barrels daily. The oil is of 
paraffin base, known as light crude. The 
output is being constantly increased by 
drilling deeper wells. The deeper oil 
strata is around 3,000 feet and gives forth 
yields of 2,500 to 6,000 barrels a day per 
well. The wells of shallow depth each 
are a production of 10 to 200 barrels a 
ay. 

As a result of bringing in a big pro- 
ducing well near Burkburnet early in 
August land owners of that section quick- 
ly cleaned up enormous fortunes. Dr. V. 
Gist was paid $50,000 cash by the Mid- 
continent Petroleum Company of Tulsa, 
Okla., for the oil and gas rivthts to 50 
acres of land. The Magnolia Petroleum 
Company paid $30,000 to S. L. Fowler for 
a sub-lease on 100 acres of land near 
Burkburnet, besides allowing Mr. Fowler 
a one-eighth royalty on all oil that may 
be produced. For the sum of $100,000 the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company purchased 
the oil and gas rights on another tract of 
230 acres of land owned by Mr. Fowler. 

Following the new oil discovery at 
Burkburnet more than seventy oil com- 
panies, with a capitalization aggregating 
approximately $2,000,000, were incorpo- 
rated to operate in that field. More than 
100 derricks have already been set up, 
many of them being upon lots in the resi- 
dence district of the town. For a time 
it seemed that every backyard was to 
have its own oil well. 


Baptist Church Yard Yields $4,000 


a Day. 
One of the many interesting features of 
the oil development operations near 


Ranger was the leasing recently by the 
Merrian Baptist Church of one acre of the 
church grounds for $16,000 cash and one- 
eighth of all the oil that may be ob- 
tained from the plot. This country church 
yard is now yielding a revenue in oil to 
tne value of more than $4,000 a day. This 
oil lease is held by Crowell & Gant. The 
ground is within a few yards of two of 
the largest producing wells in the Ranger 
field. 

To the south of here at Stephenville 
and in the vicinity of Desdemonia big 
prices are also being paid for oil leases. 
Sam Anderson, who owns a farm of 208 
acres near Desdemonia, was astounded a 
few ‘days ago when Dame Fortune 
knocked at his door, 

“Would you accept $500 an acre cash for 
the oil and gas rights of your farm?” he 
was asked by the visitor. 


. ‘We-h-a-t did you say?’ gasped An- 
derson. 
“On top of the $500 per acre we will 


give you one-eighth of the oil that may 
be produced,”’ continued the stranger. 

“Let me have a pencil. I want to see 
just how much 500 times 23 is,” re- 
quested Anderson.

40,000,000 BARRELS OF FUEL OIL—25 PER CENT. 
OF AMOUNT USED—WASTED LAST YEAR 


Washington, Oct. 11, 1918. 
Shortage of fuel oil is one of the big 
war problems with which the Oil Divi- 
sion of the United States Fuel Admini- 
stration and the Petroleum Division of 
the United States Bureau of Mines are 


wrestling, and yet— 

Enough fuel oil to operate all the rail- 
roads of the country for one month; 
enough to meet all the demands of the 
Federal Government, including the army 
and navy for a period of five years; 
enough to equal the entire yearly out- 
put of the coal mines of Colorado is 
being extravagantly wasted each year. 

These are the startling conclusions that 
have been drawn by experts of the 
Bureau of Mines, Department of the In- 
terior, who have been co-operating with 
the Fuel Administration in a general 
survey of the use of fuel oil for power 
purposes in the United States. They 
find that last year 160,000,000 barrels of 
fuel oil were used and that 40,000,000 
barrels, or one-fourth of the entire 
amount, was wasted and might have been 
saved by more intelligent operation 
of plants and proper firing. This repre- 
sents a useless expenditure of $140,000,000 
a year, or enough money to pay some of 
the country’s important war bills, the 
fuel on selling at about $3.50 a barrel. 
The experts also say that this wastage 
is doubly criminal at this time because 
of the urgent need of fuel oil for the 
Ships of the navy and for other essen- 
tial war purposes. Further they declare 
that the 40,000,000 barrels of fuel oil lost 
each year is the equivalent of 10,000,000 
tons of coal. 

the 


With such a situation confronting 


those parts of the country where fuel 
oil is extensixely used a number of en 
gineers who have been visiting the plants 
and endeavoring to demonstrate to the 
men where losses occur and showing how 
they may be stopped. As one result of 
the investigation a handbook for boliler- 
plant and locomotive engineers in the er- 
ficient use of oil fuel has been issued by 
the Bureau of Mines, siviny mstructions 
to all those who have oil burning plants. 
Van H. Manning, Director of the Bureau 


of Mines, has ordered that a copy of 
these instructions be forwarded tod all 
known plants using fuel oil. 

“l have always been aware that the 
United States, probably through her 
great richness of resources, is one of 


the most wasteful of nations, but it has 
taken the emergencis of the war to dis- 
close with startling directness the colos- 
sal wastes of war-winning supplies that 
are still going on,’”’ said Director Mann- 
ing. “It is a new chapter in national 
profligacy to learn that in its use we are 


wantonly destroying one-fourth of our 
supply of fuel oil, to the extent of 
40,000,000 barrels a year, while our oil 
operators are directing every available 
energy and millions of dollars toward 
inducing the earth to give up more and 


more of the precious petroleum, the most 
perfect of existing fuels. 

“It calls for something more than 
criticism from a Federal official when we 
realize that in this greatest of world’s 
crises, with the future of the people 
in jeopardy, the very fuel which is great- 
ly needed for our American navy to 
drive it on to final victory is being dis- 
sipated here in this country to such an 
alarming degree. It calls for immediate 
and drastic action, and with the coopera-

which eventuated were 
rather removed from those elements 
which have featured market develop- 
ments for the past three weeks. To 
be sure, such elements retained their 
positions without difficulty, but their 
formative features seem for once to 
have been quiescent and there have 
been slight indications of such mate- 
rials hardening a trifle at the high 
levels which the past three weeks of 
activity have achieved for them. 

The principal factors in the market’s 
feature developments were three in 
number:—1l, opium, all forms; 2, citric 
acid; 3, all the citrate products. The 
first named material advanced $1 per 
pound toward. the end of the week, 
and the movement was based largely 
on the heavy consumption of gum 
which the derivitive manufacturers re- 
port. Sometime ago it was noted in 
these columns that the Persian mar- 
ket showed signs of increased values. 
This was at the time when the succes- 
sion of declines featured the spot sit- 
uation in the gum. Since that period 
the English market has strengthened 
materially. Last week’s cable placed 
the price at 68s. per pound. The 
movement in this connection has not 
béen sharp, but has been steady. Un- 
der the stimulus of the steady con- 
sumption in this market, the stronger 
position in the London market, the 
higher position in the primary market, 
and last, but not least, the lessened 
importation—if reports of receipts at 
this port may serve as a criterion, un- 
der these influences the material was 
advanced. 

The movements in citric acid and 
the citrate products was based on far 
different conditions. Early in the 
period news was received of the sink- 
ing of an Italian vessel bound for this 
country and cargoed with citrus prod- 
ucts in addition to other materials. 
The loss was severe, and with citrate 
of lime in very narrow supply at the 
best, it became something short of a 
calamity. Manufacturers advanced 
the price of the acid 10c, per pound 
and followed this with announcing a 
new scale for the various citrate prod- 
ucts, This latter advance comprised 
movements varying according to the 
product between 4c. and 8c. per pound. 
Iron strychnine citrate alone escaped. 

Renewed interest was shown in qui- 
nine. Early in the period it became 
clear that considerable buying was in 
progress and in secondhands' both 
Java and American sulphate advanced 
quietly and without abruptness. The 
total rise amounted to from 5c. to 10c. 
per pound according to seller and vazri- 


the 


€ty of material. It was rumored but 
unsubstantiated that manufacturers 
were unable to deliver freely at the 
moment and that consumers have 
been forced to the open market for 
prompt delivery material. It is un- 
likely that the situation will persist 


and the present arrangements in force 


between the Netherlands government 
(Dutch East Indies) and the United 


States provides for a policy of speeded- 
up importation so that by the first of 
the year receipts will have reached q 
normal level. 

Quicksilver Showed an approaching 
shortage in prompt delivery supplies 
en spot. Reports received from of- 
ficial sources in the government have 
recently announced that production at 
the mines Shows a falling off from the 
high levels attained during the first 
six months of last year. With demands 
of munition makers showing a con- 
stant increase as the machinery for 
manufacturing munitions enlarges, 
there are lessened supplies coming into 
the spot market for distribution among 
consumery not directly related to the 
war program. The price at the 
close of the week is higher although 
there are still nominal quotations on 
the basis of $125 per 75 pound flask. 

In the crude drug market, activity 
Was confined to developments in mate- 
rials not recently in prominence, 'The 
strong factors—with the exception of 
buchu leaves—have held steadily to the 


high levels achieved recently. Buchu. 
on the contrary, seems to have becn 
forced higher than the market war- 


ranted and a slight relapse was report- 
ed. It is not expected to be a perma- 
nent situation, however, and a return 
to $2.50 with the possibility of even 
higher positions is freely mentioned. 

The bark group was without especial 
movement except that in genuine cramp 
bark which showed a sharp turn up- 
ward by the end of the period. Among 
the herbs and leaves, princess pine is 
again dwindling to small proportions 
of stock with the result that prices

OPIUM. 


Owing to the higher position of the 
material in the English market and, 
in addition to this, the heavy demands 
of the government for the derivatives 
of the gum, importers advanced the 
price of the material sharply toward 
the middle of the week, and at the 
close the following scale of prices 
ruled on the spot: Gum, in cases and 
jobbing lots, $22.50; powdered, $24.50; 
granular, $25.50 per pound. 


MORPHINE. 


The basic material has been ad- 
vanced and all grades of morphine 
closed firm. Consumption of govern- 
ment account is holding the materials 
in strong position and there is some 
basis to the report that uplifts are to 
be expected in the near future. Prices 
at the close of the market were re- 
ported on the following basis: Bulk, 
25-ounce lots, alkaloid, $16; sulphate, 
$11.80; acetate, $12.80; diacetyl alka- 
loid, $17.45; diacetyl hydrochloride, 
$15.70; ethyl hydrochloride, $18; hydro- 
chloride, $12.86 per ounce. 


QUININE. 


Considerable activity developed dur- 
ing the week and quinine in all hands 
except manufacturers’ strengthened in 
price and undertone, Manufacturers 
are said to have been in force to shut 
down on free deliveries, although con- 
firmation of this was not forthcoming 
from the producers. Second-hands re- 
ported a sharpened advance and prices 
sensitively advanced on the stronger 
undertone which pervaded the entire 
market. At the close, manufacturers 
were quoting at 90c. per ounce; Amer- 
ican sulphate in second hands was 
noted at $1.05@1.10; and Java in re- 
sellers’ hands was reported at 90c@ 
$1 per ounce, according to seller.

drugs, medicines and hospital supplies, which 
are not alone war industries of Supreme im- 
portance to the government and our Allies, 
but are equally essential to the health and 
welfare of all classes of our citizens partic- 
ularly at this time. ; 

The insistent requirements of the government 
and the present extraordinary demand of the 
me lical profession, hospitals and institutions 
are imperative and immediate, and, together 
with the urgent demands of our Allies, have 
to be met. " 

It must, therefore, be appreciated that the 
delay in the transportation of these suppties 
including the raw material entering into their 
composition, is pregnant with danger to the 
government, its hospitals and camps, and to 
private medical practice. It can only be ef-

Unabated activity is displayed in the 
majority of the items on the list of coal 
tar intermediates in the market at New 
York, and, as a general thing, the un- 
dertone of the market may be termed 
steady to firm. Prices are being firmly 
upheid in most instances, and there 
have been several advances within the 
week. Increasing scarcity is noted 
right along in many of the commoli- 
ties, and there are at the same time con- 
tinual reports of new production com- 
ing into the market. The latter has 
not been suffic'ent, however, in gen- 
eral to offset the continuance of the 
consuming demands. This heavy call 
is not alone for intermediates, but 
there is likewise a strong call noted 
for many of the aniline dyes, consider- 
able of the inquiry being from fore'gn 
sorces. Large quantities of American- 
made aniline dyes are being sold to the 
French Government for war uses, 

One of the items showing a better- 
ment for the week is phenol, prices 
for the U. S. P. grade having been 
advanced on a renewal of buying in- 

terest, but there ig still considerable 
slack reported in that market, and un- 
less the demand continues to hold it is 
doubtful if the advance will be main- 
tained. Phthalic acid anhydride is also 
receiving a good call, while stocks are 
not any too plentiful, and, as a result, 
prices are firmer and higher in some 
directions. No changes cre reported 
in naphthionic or sulphanilic acids, and 
the same may be said to be true »vf 
salicylic acid, which is moving in a 
small way into the usual consuming 
channels. Picramic acid is getting a 
good call and the market for it is very 
firm owing to the fact that the current 
production of that item is limited to a 
few producers, and there are oniy 
small quantities available. This is also 
true of cresotinic acid, which is now 
being offered in this market by one or 
two producers. G salt is having a good 
inquiry, and the market shows con- 
tinued firmness at unchanged prices, 
and the same situation is noted in the 
market for some of the other special- 
ties, such as Schaeffer’s salt and 1:3:6 
acid. 

The market for H acid is practically 
bare of stocks, there being nothing ob- 
tainable at this writing in the open 
market, while there continues to be a 
good call, considerable interest being 
shown in this item by export interests 
doing business in Japan, as well as for 
South American countries, Good ex- 
port business is also reported in mono-~ 
chlorbenzol, which is also receiving a 
good call from producers of explosives, 
putting the market in a relatively 
firmer position than heretofore. 

Much of the recent firmness devei- 
oped by the market for benzoic acid 1s 
now said to have been due to the fact 
that there was sOme speculation going 
on, and this has passed, with the re- 
sult that the market is once more 
showing a tendency to wabble, though 
as yet prices have not been altered 
as a general thing, but sales have been 
reported at figures under the present 
level. On the other hand, some sellers 
are still refusing to do business a! 
less than the high figure they have been 
asking right along. Aniline salt is still 
in a nominal position, and there are 
virtually no stocks to be had in the 
open market, producers still stating 
that they are well sold up, while sec- 
ond hands are holding small stocks 
rather tightly at nominal figures and 
predict higher prices in the near 
future. 

The following contains more detaile1 
reports on the principal commodities 
in the market for coal tar dyes and 
intermediates at New York:— 

ACID BENZOIC.—The recent stiffen- 
ing of the market for benzoic acid is 
now thought to have been largely due 
to some speculation and sales have 
since been reported under the level 
which was then esiablished. Prices are, 
however, as a rule unchanged and the 
range existing may be said to be from 
$2.80 to $3 per pound for goods on the 
spot or nearby. Some sellers are re- 
ported ‘still holding for the top figure 
on the essumption that there is bound 
to be good consuming demand in the 
near future; meanwhile the demand is 
confined to small lots. 

ACID H.—There are “virtually no 
stocks of H acid to be obtained in the 
open market at this time with produc- 
ers reported sold up and confining their 
present operations to filling old orders. 
Prices may be said to be more nominal! 
than actual at $3.20@3.50 per pound for 
prompt shipments. 

ACID PHTHALIC.—Demand for 
phthalic acid anhy@ride is fairly active 
at this time and stocks are just now 
about sufficient for the call. Prices 
are being firmly maintained at the re- 
cent advance to $4.25@4.50 per pound

ACID NAPHTHIONIC.—There is a 
steady movement reported in this mar- 
ket but it is without particular fea- 
ture, prices being unchanged at $1.20

and $1@1.10 per pound for the technical 
for immediate shipment. 

ACID SALICYLIC.—Call for salicylic 
acid is fair and stocks are more than 
ample for the current business, it is 
Stated with the result that the market 
is barely steady. Prices are unchanged 
at this time and immediate shipments 
of the technical acid are held at 80@ 
5c. per pound for the high grade ma- 
terial and down to 70c. per pound for 
the poorer quality. The U. S. P. vari- 
ety is receiving a fair call also and is 
quoted at 85@90c. per pound prompt. 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—There is a 
steady undertone to the market for 
sulphanilic acid and prices are being 
maintained by the leading producers 
on the repeated basis of 40@42c. per 
pound for the refined acid and 30@32c. 
per pound for the technical for imme- 
diate shipments. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL.—Changes are 
unimportant in this market at this 
writing and there is a fair demand re- 
ported with the undertone steady and 
Prices repeated at $1@1.10 per pound 
for the crude material and $1.50@1.60 
per pound for the refined, prompt. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE.— Pre- 
vious remarks about this market may 
be repeated at this time, there being 
nothing new to the situation. Prices 
are well maintained in a steady mar- 
ket at 60@65c. per pound for prompt 
shipments of the intermediate de- 
pending upon quantity and seller.

Lieut. Col. W. C. Spaunce, Jr., Ordnance 
Department, U. S. A., has been appointed 
special assistant to the chief of ordnance 
in charge of chemicals, explosives, pro- 
pellants and loading except small arms 
loading. 


Godwin, of Baltimore, manufacturer of 
printers’ rolls, admits that he has given 
gratuities and entertainment to customers 
and their employes in his answer to a 
complaint filed against him by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 


The War Department has authorized 
the construction of two plants, costing 
$3,830,300 for the manufacture of shells 
in connection_with the Laclede Gas Light 
plants in St. Louis, Mo. They will be fin- 
ished in about four months. 


Approximately 300 civilian employes of 
the Ordnance Department in Washington 
have been taken ill with Spanish influ- 
enza, according to an announcement au- 
thorized by the War Department. A 
scarcity of doctors is making it difficult 
to handle the cases, 


Officials of the Bureau of Mines and 
other war work establishments are much 
interested in the announcement made by 
Dr. Richard B. Moore, of the bureau, en- 
gaged in experimental work at the labo- 
ratory in Golden, Colo., that he has dis- 
covered a substitute for radium, which 
he has named mesothorium. 


Arguments were made before, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission last week on the 
complaint of the commission against 
Warren, Jones & Gratz, of St. Louis, 
Mo.; P. P. Williams & Co., of Vicksburg, 
Miss., and Charles O. Elmer, of New Or- 
leans, La., charging unfair competition 
in the sale of steel ties for bindihg bales 
of cotton. 


In elaboration of the announcement of 
regulations governing platinum and kin- 
dred metals, as printed in the Reporter, 
Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of the War 
Industries Board, emphasizes the fact 
that it should be understood that all 
jewelers handling goods made of platinum 
are required to take out a license before 
such articles can be dealt in. 


Soap purchases to the amount of $264,- 
539 have been made during the week 
ended September 28 by the Quartermaster 
Corps of the Army. During the same 
period $328,400 was paid for evaporated 
milk. These show the magnitude of food 
purchases for the.army as officially re- 
corded with the Board of Review, which 
passes on all contract purchase orders 
in excess of $6,000. 


Through the substitution of zine for 
aluminum the War Industries Board cal- 
culated to make a saving of 40,000 to 
50,000 pounds of aluminum in the con- 
servation program for manufacture of oil 
stoves. Under the schedule promulgated 
the conservation division, after confer- 
ence with the industry, has announced 
that 339 sizes and styles of oil stoves and 
127 sizes and styles of gasoline stoves and 
heaters will be eliminated. 


Varnish sprayers, vaporizers and other 
electrical utensils and appliarices are or 
a schedule for discontinuance of manu- 
facture, prepared by the conservation 
division of the War Industries Board, in 
applying its program of elimination to 
conserve essential materials and labor to 
free capital tied up unnecessarily in man- 
ufacturers’ and merchants’ stocks, and 
to simplify factory production. The out- 
put of glue pots is restricted to one style 
and three sizes, and specific notice is 
= that no aluminum pots are to be 
made. 


What the Bureau of Chemistry and 
the Bureau of Fisheries are doing to 
aid in the development of the fish in-

Copper sulphate and formaldehyde 
have been employed on seventy-eight 
different lots of seed grain and 8,500 
germination tests to determine the re- 
Sultant injury to cereal seed from 
standard methods of disinfection for 
smut control. These tests were made by 
pathologists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in sixteen of 
the wheat-growing States. Copper sul- 
phate is the only fungicide showing a 
marked tendency to injure seed grain 
though liming prevents this injury to a 
large extent. Holding seed after treat- 
ment by any of the methods recommend- 
ed and practiced does not have any ap- 
preciable bad effect on the germination 
but it is advisable, the specialists say, 
to sow immediately after treatment with

Activity continues to be pronounced 
in most of the individual markets listed 
under the general heading of dye bases 
and dyewoods at New York and prices 
are being maintained practically all 
around with but Little difficulty. The 
acute scarcity of some of the items 
which has been noted repeatedly in this 
column continues without alteration in 
the majority of cases and there seems 
but little prospect of this-condition be- 
ing changed for the period of the war, 
according to many traders. 

Some of the items in the list reflect 
more strength than at the last report, 
and in such cases it is due primarily 
to shortage of supplies. One of the 
materials which is now receiving a con- 
siderable amount of attention is nut- 
galls. There is a fairly act:ve demand 
for both the blue Aleppo and the Chi- 
nese varieties, and stocks are barely 
sufficient for the call. Prices for the 
Chinese kind advanced a full 3c. per 
pound during the week, and a high 
price of $1.30 per pound was attained 
for small lots of the blue Aleppo kina 
on the spot. There are only a few users 
of this material, it is stated, and the 
market, therefore, is not a large one. 


Another item which has advanced in 
price within the week is soluble oil, 
also known as turkey red oil. This 
higher price is due principally to in- 
creased cost of production. Acetate of 
soda is receiving a fair amount of at- 
tention from buyers, and the market !s 
steady, while the bichromates are with- 
out appreciable change from the posi- 
tion noted a week ago. Bichromate of 
soda is, if anything, the weaker of the 
two items, both being rather unstable 
at present because of lack of consum- 
ing demand of importance. Prices are 
unchanged but being maintained w:th 
some difficulty because of pressure of 
second-hand offers, the dealers show- 
ing keen competition for new business 
and cutting prices to get the same. The 
potash bichromate is not so delicately 
balanced, being a degree more steady, 
with small routine demand reported, 
but not sufficient to absorb current 
stocks, 


The shortage of some vegetable dye; 
stuffs continues to be acute, and in 
some instances is more noticeable since 
the recent action of the War Trade 
Board in prohibiting imports of some 
or limiting the quantities to be brought 
into the country. There are no stocks 
of logwood to be had in the open mar- 
ket, and logwood extracts are rapidly 
assuming an entirely nominal position 
both as to prices and stocks on hand. 
The same is true, though to a lesser 
degree, of fustic sticks and extracts, 
this being one of the woods under em- 
bargo. Divi-divi is another item which 
is hard to obtain, and myrabolans are 
equally as scarce. Cochineal is in rather 
fair supply for the current small de- 
mand, but sellers are holding pr'ces at 
the recently noted high levels on the 
assumption that there will be a renewal 
of buying interest shortly and then 
stocks will not be any too large for the 
eall. Gambier is receiving a quiet de- 
mand, but stocks are not large and 
prices show a further advance in some 
directions—that is for the common and 
the plantation grades. Cubes, both 
Singapore and Java, are w'thout quot- 
able alteration, Cutch is quiet, and 
while bales are lower in some hands 
they are very firm and high prices 
asked for small lots of the Rangoon 
kind in boxes. 

The following contains more detailed 
information as to the principal items 
in the general market for dye bases 
and dyewoods:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—There is a 
fair demand reported for acetate of 
soda and stocks are also regarded as 
proportionately fair. The market 
shows a steady undertone and prices 
are being maintained at a level of 
25@28c. per pound for goods on the 
spot or near by. Some producers are 
asking as high as 39c. per pound for 
small lots. 

ALBUMEN.—There is little new to 
the market for albumen, with stocks 
still exceedingly scanty and a fair de- 


nfind in evidence. Prices are being 
firmly maintained at the recently 
noted level of 85@90c. per pound for 


the imported blood quality and 75@8s0c. 
per pound for domestic on the spot. 
The egg quality is held at $1.20@1.25 
per pound for spot lots, depending 
upon quantity. There is a fair call 
for vegetable albumen at 65@67c. per 
pound, and egg yolk is steady at 45@ 
47c. per pound for the granular and 70 
@73c. per pound for the spray process. 

ANNATTO.—A fair volume of trad- 
is reported in the market for annatto 
and prices are being maintained with- 
out difficulty at the recently noted 


level of 33@34c. per pound for the fine 
grade and 8%@llc.:per pound for the 
seed on 


the spot. Stocks are not ex- 
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cessive, but are sufficient for the cur- 
rent Call, 
ANTIMONY 


SALTS. — There has 
been no change of importance in the 
market for antimony salts, with trad- 
ing still confined to the 65-per cent. 
article, which is quoted at the un- 
changed price of 70@72c. for immediate 
shipments. A nominal situation con- 
tinues to rule with regard to the 47- 
per cent. and the 75-per cent. kinds, 
neither of which is being offered in 
this market. 

BICHROMATES.—Buy ing is confined 
to small lots as yet in both the markets 
for bichromate of soda and bicliromate 
of potash, and a quiet appearance pre- 
vails in each, with prices barely steady, 
particularly in the market for the soda 
material. Second hands are making of- 
fers quite freely, though their stocks 
are not large and the competition for 
business is keeping the market in an 
unsettled state, with resale lots quoted 
at 22144@23c. per pound, according to 
quantity, and producers still asking 24c. 
per pound for immediate shipments. 
The potash material is offered at 42@ 
43c. per pound by second hands, while 
producers maintain their former level 
of 44c. per pound for immediate ship- 
ments, 

BRAZIL WOOD.—The market for 
brazil wood is a nominal affair 
throughout, with stocks at this point 
negligible and prices practically unob- 
tainable. No trading is reported in the 
market, and it is what may be termed 
dead so far as actual features are con- 
cerned. The last price heard for spot 
lots of this vegetable dyestuff was $52 
per ton and ranging up to $70, accord- 
ing to quantity, quality and seller. 

COCHINEAL.—At S80c. to $1 per 
pound, according to quantity and grade 
of material] desired, prices for cochineal 
are being maintained without difficulty 
by sellers, who report that there are 
still only small stocks available and 
that they are not inclined to lower their 
quotations at’ present, assuming that 
there will be a renewal of buying in- 
terest in the near future. The trading 
now reported is of a small and quiet 
character and there is nothing of spe- 
cial feature to it. 

CUTCH.—The market for cutch is 
rather quiet at present and the under- 
tone has assumed a degree of weakness 
under fair supplies of the material in 
bales which is quoted at 18@20c. per 
pound, while there are some small 
stocks of Rangoon cutch in boxes at 
22@24c. per pound. No prices are heard 
for the South American variety in 
slabs, it ‘being stated that the market 
is bare of this variety at present. 
Cutch liquid is well held at the recently 
noted level of 12@24c. per pound on the 
spot or nearby. 

DEXTRINE.—A fair volume of trad- 
ing is reported in the market for dex- 
trines of various kinds, with stocks 
small and generally well held by sellers 
at recently prevailing eves. The scar- 
city of stocks is, in fact, rather sharp 
and giving the market a very firm un- 


dertone. For spot lots of corn dex- 
trine sellers are asking 8@8%c. per 
pound, depending upon quality and 
quantity. Domestic potato is un- 
changed at 20@20%c. per pound, and 


Japanese potato starch is unchanged 
at 13@13%c. per pound, with domestic 
potato starch at 12%@l13c. per pound in 
bags. Powdered corn starch holds at 
6@7c. per pound, and the pearl variety 
at 7@716c. per pound, prompt. 

DIVI-DIVI.—There are virtually no 
stocks of divi-divi in the market ana 
the prospect of any arriving is re- 
garded as small by some traders, owing 
to the new import regulations of the 
government allocating this materia: 
and limiting the quantity to be brought 
into the country. Last prices heard 
for goods on the spot ranged from $70 
to $80 per ton, according to quality of 
the beans, the quantity and the seller. 

FUSTIC.—This is another item in the 
list of vegetable dyestuffs which is 
feeling the effects of the import regu- 
lations and the scarcity of ocean trans- 
portation, The market js virtually bare 
of supplies and no offers of the wood 
are heard in the open market at this 
time. 

FUSTIC EXTRACT.—No changes are 
reported in the market for fustic ex- 
tract, other than that the quantity of 
this material available is being steadily 
reduced, without prospect of ‘being re- 
placed by new output because of the 
recent order limiting the imports of the 
basic raw wood. Prompt shipments of 
the extract are quoted at 26@81lc. per 
pound for the solid, 15@16ec. per pound 
for the 5l-degree liquid, and 30@332c. 
per pound for the crystals, according 
to quantity and seller. 

GAMBIER.—Trading in the market 
for gambier is rather quiet at present, 
but the fact that there are no large 
stocks available is preventing the mar. 
ket from weakening and the

There continues to be a steady de- 
mand for fertilizer materials. It is true 
that manufacturers of commercial fer- 
tilizers are much hampered in their 
campaign plans by a shortage of labor, 
but there is an outlook for a very lively 
demand for fertilizers for the Spring 
business, and the demand must be 
filled in spite of the fact that many of 
the most used fertilizer materials are 
practically unobtainable at this time. 
The scarcity of ammoniates is a source 
of constant worriment, and makes a 
very good demand for the animal am- 
moniates which are obtainable. The 
South is a good buyer of this class of 
material, and indeed Southern sales of 
all sorts of fertilizer materials are 
quite satisfactory at this time. The 
packing houses are able to get their 
prices for the fertilizer products, and 
agents of the Western packers saw 
that quoted prices for blood and tank- 
age are conservative, and that put 10 
cents a unit better that current quo- 
tations is obtainable when prompt de- 
livery is desired. Whenever there is a 
little sulphate of ammonia on the mar- 
ket it is no trouble to obtain a fancy 
price for it, but the re-sale offerings 
seem to become smaller and smaller, 
and the demands of the government 
are so large that producers are able to 
release very little to the fertilizer 
trade. 

The acid phosphate market has been 
rather neglected in the past, but this 
material is in demand outside of the 
fertilizer industry, and producers are 
in a strong position. There has been 
a decided increase in the cost of pro- 
duction, and there is an unwillingness 
on the part of producers to make con- 
tracts for distant delivery at current 
prices. The phosphate rock producers 
will probably be able to avert a strike 
of their workers, but the labor situa- 
tion in the fields is still unsettled. 

The government is much interested 
in the fertilizer situation, and is fully 
alive to the difficulties under which 
the trade must do business at the pres- 
ent time. It would be possible, of 
course, to bring in a large amount of 
animal ammoniates from South Amer- 
ica if the freight room could be spared, 
and it may be expected that there will 
be some increase in this movement. 
The importation of potashes from 
Japan is something that promises to 
grow as the shipping situation im- 
proves. There seems no reason for ex- 
pecting that there will be any increase 
in the importation of pyrites in the 
near future beyond the balance of the 
125,000 tons for which freight room 
was not found before October 1, and 
for the importation of which the time 
has been extended. 

Following is a detailed report on the 
principal fertilizer materials: — 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—There has been 
a very good demand for tankage dur- 
ing the past week. The undertone of 
the market is strong, as is natural, 
w:th ammoniates so scarce. While 
prices are nominally unchanged from 
a week ago, representatives of the 
packing houses say that quotations are 
very conservative, and that a 10-cent 
per unit advance would not misrepre- 
sent the prices they are able to obta.n, 
Blood takage f. o. b. Chicago is quoted 
at $7.10, and tankage at $6.90 and 10 
cents, 


DRIED BLOOD.—The market con- 
tinues to’ be a sellers’ market, and it 
looks very much as if buyers would 
have to continue to meet the price 
ideas of the producers, as they have 
had to do right along. The scarc.ty 
of ammoniates and the fact that stocks 
of blood are small makes the market 
a strong one. The situation could be 
changed very materially if the govern- 
ment could see its way clear to admit 
free importations from South Amer'‘ca, 
but there seems no chance of this at 
present. Dried blood f. 0. b New York 
is quoted at $7.25@7.35 per unit. 


FISH SCRAP.—There has been little 
change in the fish scrap situation s'nce 
our last report. The price of packing 
house ammoniates is so high that fish 
scrap does not look as high as it 
would otherwise. The season is near- 
ing an end and the catch has not been 
a large one for a number of reasons; 
one was a scarcity of men and the 
other was a scarcity of fish, both good 
reasons for a short catch. Fish fac- 
tory stocks are not large, and there 
is a good undertone to the market. 
Dried fish scrap is still quoted at $7.25 
and 20c. per unit, and wet at $7 and

FOOFMEAL.—The same conditions 
govern the hoofmea] market as con- 
trol the market for other packing 
house fertilizers.

ber. There is nothing offering at re- 
sale, and it is safe to say that this 
business is dead as long as the war 
lasts. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—It 
seems that still a little sulphate of am- 
monia is offering at resale. Now 
and then a lot appears in the market 
with no explanation as to whence it 
came, and commands a fancy pr-ce. 
There is less of this stuff coming out, 
however, and some day—unless condl- 
tions change—there will be none of- 
ferings at resale, and what the pro- 
ducers are allowed by the government 
to dispose of to the trade will be sold 
to actual consumers at much less than 
the price that has for some t'me been 
obtainable for resale offerings. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—tThere is not a 
pressing demand for acid phosphate, 
and yet the market is steady. It has 
been for some time, since there has 
been an advance in the pr‘ce of acid 
phosphate, and in the meantime there 
has been an advance in the price of 
almost all other sorts of fertilizer ma- 
terials, including a sharp advance in 
the price of phosphate rock. Consum- 
ers of acid phosphate have been con- 
tent to buv only as they needed it, and 
it has been a somewhat neglected mar- 
ket right along. Producers have made 
no effort to push business by price cut- 
ting, but for some time have been 
rather reluctant to accept forward 
business at spot prices. This feeling 
is perhaps stronger today than ever, 
as the cost of production is increas- 
ingly steady. It cannot be said, how- 
ever, that consumers are show':ng any 
great anxiety to buy for the future. 
There is a good undertone to the mar- 
ket, however, and at 18 per ton in 
New York the price is steady. 

BONES.—There is a good demand 
for bones of all classes, but raw bones 
are in particularly good demand. 
Stocks are small, and holders are con- 
fident of the future and inclined to 
make no concessions. Rough hard are 
quoted at $30@32 a _ tone; soft 
steamed, unground, at $24; ground 
steamed, at $31@87, according to the 
per cent, of ammonia, and raw ground 
at $50. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—There has 
been little change in the phosphate 
rock situation since our last report. The 
men are still at work, but the labor 
situation is st‘ll unsettled, and is a 
disturb'ng factor in the market. There 
is not enough demand to justify a fur- 
ther advance at this time, as the ad- 
vance that has been made is great 
enough to cover all the added cost of 
production that has been met with up 
to date. There has been a rather quiet 
market during the past week, and 
prices have not been changed. Sixty- 
eight per cent. Florida land pebble is 
quoted at $5 per ton, and 75 per cent. 
at $7.70@8. 


POTASHES. 


There is a somewhat m‘xed situation 
in regard to potashes, and the price 
ideas of different people are at vari- 
ance. The importations of Japanese 
goods is one disturbing factor of the 
market, as these goods are offered at 
a price that some domestic producers 
do not care to meet. There is a rivalry 
among the domestic producers, how- 
ever, and the fact that brokers are talk- 
ing of new high grade domest.c goods 
is an interesting feature of the situa- 
tion. The market is one of general un- 
settlement, and a w'de range of prices. 
There seems to be practically nothing 
from Japan offered on the spot at the 
moment, but importers are confident of 
a supply in the near future, Washing- 
ton is interested in the s‘tuation, and 
there have been some conferences there 
this week in regards to it. Prices are 
not quotably changed since our last 
report, but in this market prices are by 
no means fixed, and it is largely a ques- 
tion of going marketing. 

PYRITES.—The _ situation in the 
pyr:tes market was explained in our 
last report. The government has ex- 
tended the time for bringing into this 
country the balance of the 125,000 tons 
of foreign pyrites for which perm‘ssion 
to import was granted and for which 
ship-room was not obtainable. This 
means that something like 50,000 tons 
of Spanish pyrites are to come in as 
soon as possible. There does not seem 
any reaon to believe that there is go- 
ing to be any increase in imports, pro- 
vided for for some time to come, The 
demand is for all the domestic pyrites 
that can be had, and the government is 
try’ng to encourage domestic produc- 
tion. The labor situation is such, how- 
ever, that there is no chance to increase 
the supply of labor available, and pro-

ATLANTA. 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 10, 1918. 


There ia a big demand for cottonseed 
meal and manufacturers are buying all 
they can get of it at the government 
prices. Meal at present prices gives the 
manufacturer his ammoniates cheaper than 
he can get them in any other form. This 
demand has created a scarcity in the meal 
market, which-is also accentuated by un- 
satisfactory labor conditions in the country, 
as the result of which much cottonseed is 
spoiling. There hag also been a consider- 
able amount of trading in acid phosphate, 
but outside of these two materials there has 
been very little doing in the material mar- 
ket in this territory. Manufacturers look 
forward to one of the largest demands for 
mixed goods ever known in the history of 
the bus'ness While the market, in prac- 
tically every line is firm, there has been 
very little change in prices recently. The 
principal feature being a slight increase in 
the price of tankage. Local sales have been 
made at the following figures:— 

Cottonseed meal, 7 per cent., new gov- 
ernment price $53 in bags, $49 bulk, at the 
mills. 

Blood is scarce and in great demand; firm 
at $7.60 Atlanta; tankage, $7.75 and 10, At- 
lanta.

CHICAGO.

General firmness was noticeable throughout 
the entire fertilizer list this week without 
there being any particular changes in prices. 
A spirit of optimism, however, appeared to 
prevail in this market, and there was a prom- 
ise of considerably greater activity in the 
near future with reference to several of the 
items, particularly bones. 


Following were the nominal quotations based 
per unit of ammonia, loaded bulk in cars, 
Chicago:—Packers’ high grade ground blood, 
$7.10; packers’ unground and crushed blood, 
$6.75@6.85; packers’ high grade ground tank- 
age, $7; packers’ unground and crushed tank- 
age, $6.60@6.75; renderers’ unground tankage, 
$6.35@6.50; ground concentrated tankage, $6.75; 
hoof meal, $6.65; hair tankage, $4.25@4.50; 
garbage tankage, $4.75; liquid stick, packed 
in double-headed tierces or seller's tank cars, 
$4.15@4.30. 

These prices are based per ton, loaded bulk 
in cars, Chicago:—Wet unground steamed bone, 
$21@22; dry unground steamed bone, $2526;

BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Oct. 19, 1918. 


Much to the surprise of the fertilizer 
trade generally and the various manufac- 
turers of m.xtures in particular, the move- 
ment of the product of the factories con- 
tinues, and although it is now nearly a 
month past the time when the shipping 
season generally closes, numerous orders 
still come in, and at least some of the 
factories are straining every effort to get 
out the supplies and send them on the way. 
If, not long ago, the question had been 
asked how many of the manufacturers had 
come within 75 per cent. of the d.stribu- 
tion for the corresponding period last year, 
not a single hand would have gone up, fig- 
uratively speaking. With the limit lowered 
to 60, 50 and even 40 per cent., still some 
of the hands would have stayed down. Now 
it looks as though, should the movement 
be prolonged, as there is every prospect, 
nearly all, if not all, of the producers of 
mixtures will be able to report that they 
are up to the volume for the fall shipping 
season of 1917, which, be it remembered, 
Was not a normal period. That the farm- 
ers should still be calling for mixtures is 
one of the surprises of the trade; but the 
indubitable fact exists that they are, though 
no one now expects that the inquiry w ll 
be prolonged beyond, perhaps, the middle 
of the present month, or the 20th, at the 
latest. At that, it ig to be said that the 
situation is one of great benefit to the 
fertilizer manufacturers, and it also indi- 
cates that the agriculturists are doing all 
they can to swell the production of crops. 
The main trouble with getting out goods 
has been the scarcity of labor, The fac- 
tories simply were unable to get workers 
in sufficient number, and those obtainable 
left much to be desired from the stand- 
point of efficiency, so that the difficult.es 
of handling goods and operating plants were 
vastly increased. To these troubles are 
auued the drawbackg in the matter of mak- 
ing shipments, which are not to be under- 
rated, despite the fact that the government 
did much to facilitate the movement of fer- 
tilizer stocks of all kinds. Except for the 
fact, therefore, that the manufacturers be- 
gan much earlier than usual in getting out 
mixtures and kept at this work far longer 
than in previous years, the business would 
have been reduced to very narrow propor- 
tions relatively, which would have meant 
a curtailment in the cultivation of crops 
well nigh disastrous under the _ circum- 
stances. Every additional day on which 
shipments are sent out makes the total re- 
sult appear more favorable; and while the 
volume of transactions on the whole is 
not one to rejoice over, the manufacturers 
may be set down as feeling grateful that 
matters turned out as well as they did. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from down the 
bay about the menhaden fishing have not 
improved in tone, and as far as is known 
here, catches continue light, with other 
drawbacks that tend to make the season 
anything but remunerative, Detailed ad- 
vices as to the catch are unavailable here, 
but the general impression prevails that 
the boats are not making large contribi- 
tions to the volume of scrap, and that man- 
ufacturers of mixtures with fish brands to 
maintain will not find it easy to prove 
for their needs. According to the best ad- 
vices the factories have little or no scrap 
on hand, having been able to dispose of 
their product as rapidly as it could be 
turned out; and when the season ends it 
will not take long to make a complete clean- 
up. The factories continue to hold scrap 


at $7.25 and 20 down the bay, which is 
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just about on a par with other animal am- 
moniates. They manage to do fairly well 
on oil, $1.20 per gallon being about the 
asking price. The stocks of oil held at the 
factories are not large and there is an ab- 
sence of real pressure upon the market. 

TANKAGE.—wWhile it cannot be said that 
any further marking up of prices has oc- 
curred, the market for tankage appears to 
be decidedly firm, with espec.ally the West- 
ern producers disposed to adhere to the 
advanced figures quoted of late. These are 
around $7.60 and 10 to $7.66 and 10 for 
11 and 15 high grade ground tankage, c. 
a, f. basis Baltimore, ang must be regarded 
as decidedly beyond the ideas of the local 
buyers. That the producers are able to 
maintain the level given, however, speaks 
much for the situation as being in their 
favor, since now that the end of the ship- 
ping ‘season for mixtures is at hand, the 
manufacturers are in a better position to 
determine what their probable needs will 
be, and they now know to a certainty that 
they will have no additional requirements 
to meet until the next season, having had 
enough crude materials to go around, orf 
course, the output of tankage from the 
nearby establishments is generally placed 
at concessions under the Western figures, 
but these stocks do not begin to suffice for 
the ordinary needs of the trade, and the 
Western packers feel that their supplies 
will be called for in any event and espe- 
cially so because of the undoubted shortage 
of some other materials. 


GROUND BLOOD.—The market for ground 
blood is without a change as compared with 
the week before, this animal ammoniate being 
held by the large Western producers at $7.50@ 
7.62%, c. a. f. basis Baltimore As yet the 
South, as the chief buyer of the material, is 
not in the market to any extent, having been 
kept too busy with other matters to give much 
attention to ammoniates; but there is every 
prospect that the needs of the calls will be 
numerous enough to absorb the available 
stocks. Other sections have begun to show a 
considerable receptiveness to the tenders made 
by the producers, and the holders of supplies 
feel that it will not be necessary for them to 
hold out inducements to keep accumulations 
below troublesome proportions. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—Some little spot acid 
phosphate has been moving in the course of the 
past week, and there are indications that the 


volume of business may attain even greater 


proportions, with the prices obtained fairly 
full. But as to the outlook for futures, the 
quotations can be somewhat revised, with $16 
for 14 per cent. and $17 for 16 per cent. stocks 
as the nominal asking figures from now until 
the end of the year. This, however, while ap- 
parently a decline of 6Jc. on both grades, is 
not really a recession. The higher prices were 
given out under conditions when it could not 
be determined how much, if any, additional 
material the manufacturers of mixtures would 
require, the end of the season being still too 
far away., Now, however, when the close ap- 
proaches, it is becoming certain that the stocks 
in hand will be adequate and that no supple- 
mentary orders will be necessary. The pres- 
sure, therefore, is over, and, with the easier 
feeiing thus produced, there has come a slight 
lowering in tone, which is witnout real signiti- 
cance. No business in tutures nas been done 
so far. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—As to nitrate of soda, 
it is to be said that there are no deliveries 
from mrst hands, and.there will not be any. 
according to reports, for some time to come, 
the government eviaently being of the opinion 
that for the present the tertilizer trade has 
no need of nitrates, or. finding its own require- 
ments so heavy as to take up all the receipts. 

SULPHATE O& AMMONIA.—There are no 
offerings of nitrate of ammonia through some 
channels of trade, but it is stated that occa- 
siouaily a car Or so is shipped direct from 
the producers to the manutacturers of mix- 
tures. This business is being done on a basis 
of about $4.85 per 100 pounds, at which price 
the general demand will be held down as 
much as possible. Quiet prevails in the main, 
and there is an absence of special develop 
ments. 

PO'TASH.—An easier feeling appears to have 
developed in the potash situation, though the 
changes are slight. The higher grades 0: 
this material, it is said, are bringing about 
$4.75, as against $5, the quotation that has 
beer given for some time past, while the 
lower classifications run down from that point 
to $3.00, according to the desirability of the 
material, The supplies coming into the mar- 
ket seem to be somewhat augmented, and more 
interest in the offerings is being shown. 

BONE.--There is no change in the situation 
with regard to bone, the old stocks being en- 
tireiy cleaned up and no new supplies of spe- 
cial moment having been brought into the 
market. It would be hard to fill an order of 
any magnitude. Prices are continued at $38 
for 3 and 50 ground steamed bone and at $45 
for 4% and 4S ground raw bone, ’ 


Fertilizer Conferences Postponed Be- 
cause of Influenza. 


Baltimore, Oct. 11, 1918. 
The influenza epidemic, which holds 
Baltimore and the whole State, has caused 
to be abandoned the conference of sales- 
men arranged under the auspices of the 
Soil Improvement Committee of the 
American Fertilizer Association, which 
had been set for today and tomorrow at 
the Southern Hotel. Some hope is ex- 
pressed that the Chicago meeting, whicin 
is to take place on October 22 and 23, 
can be held, but this is beginning to 
appear very doubtful. All of the confer- 
ences under .the edirection of the Soil 
Improvement Committee of the Southern 
Fertilizer Association, which were sched- 
uled for Richmond, Charleston, Atlanta 

and New Orleans, have been canceled.

TAR AND PITCH.—There was ‘an 
advance of 25c. a barrel in tar this 
week. The demand is good, and the 
local stock is small. The government 
is, directly and indirectly, a large con- 
sumer, as it is of so many other com- 
modities. The advance puts the price 
of “kiln burned up to $13.25 a barrel 
and the price of retort to $14.25, The 
price of pitch remained unchanged at 
$7.75 a barrel, in a steady market, 

ROSIN AND PINE OIL.—There has 
been a quiet market in rosin and pine 
oils this week, and prices have re- 
mained unchanged. The undertone of 
the rosin oil market is not particular- 
ly strong, owing to the weak under- 
tone in the turpentine. market, but 
there has been no change in price quo- 
tations. First rectified is quoted at 
78e., second at 8c., third at 87c. and 
fourth at 92c. 

TAR OIL.—There is a steady demand 
for small lots of tar oil, and the price 
for small lots is considerably above 
bulk prices. There is no demand for 
large lots in this market. The medic- 
inal grade is in the best demand. The 
bulk price is 40@42c. for genuine dis- 
tilled and 35@36c. for commercial,

Pine Oil Substitute for Flotation Work 
Discovered by Canadian Experts. 


Ottawa, Can., Oct. 11, 1918. 

It is announced that the Forest Prod- 
uct Laboratories of the Forestry Brancn 
of the Department of the Interior, have 
discovered a substitute for pine oil in 
the oil flotation process in use in many 
Canadian mines. This subst'tute is a by- 
product of the manufacture of wood al- 
In the production of wood alcohol 


cohol. r ( 
and allied chemicals, in Canada, about 
500 cords per day of hardwood are dis 


tilled. In the process two and two-fifth 
gallons of wood creosote are distil'ed 
from each cord, representing a daily pro- 
duction of 1200 gallons of wood creosote, 
which has hitherto been used chiefly for 
burning under the boiler. 

It has now been found that this by- 
product is suitable for use in the oil flo- 
tation process. Experimental tests were 
first made et the ore dressing station in 
Ottawa: and when these tests indicate’ 
the exact combination desired, the oil 
was given a further pract'ca] test in a 
commercial reduction plant, where 609 
tons of ore per day were treated. The 
larger experiment indicates that the new 
process will be entirely suitable for the 
purpose.

With a heavy demand for the ma- 
jority of the miscellaneous items in 
the general chemical list during the 
period just closed, there were no un- 
usual price changes. Toward the close 
of the week there was an advance of 
sal ammoniac white granular, with . 
low quoted of 21%c., although the basis 
Was nearer 22c. a pound on the 99-100 
per cent. quality. The gray sal am- 
Moniac was quoted at 23c. a pound. 
High test white granular is reported 
exceedingly scarce, 

Bleach remains strong, and _ solid 
caustic soda went to 4%c. ex-ware- 
house New York, with sales of car-lot 
quantities at this figure on Wednes- 
aay. The tone of the market was firm, 
and resale offerings were unusually 
light. Bichromate of soda prices were 
forced into a further decline on the 
spot, with sellers at 22c. a pound or 
thereabouts. Permanganate of potash 
was strong in tone, with the miscel- 
laneous inquiry, while such is the scay'- 
city in suppHes of spot sulphide of 
soda that contracts for the 60@62 per 
cent. fused were offered for December- 
January shipment from the works at 
9%c. per pound. The sulphide of sod1 
situation is more or lesg local, for ap- 
parently there are surplus holdings of 
this chemical in Philadelphia. Glauber’s 
salts, to the contrary, is cheaper iu 
New York than in Philadelphia. 

Following are detailed reports of the 
various items entering into the chemi- 
cal market in New York:— 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LEAD.—There is no 
quotation change in this commodity 
for the interval, with the demand, as 
reported by producers, about on @ 
parity with the demand, and a firm 
undertone generally reported. The 
previous level prices are firmly main- 


tained as follows:—15%@16%c, per 
pound for the brown broken; 17@ 
17%c. for the white crystals; 16%@ 


17c. for white broken, and 16%@17\c. 
per pound for the granular kind for jm- 
mediate shipment from nearby points. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—With the 
market stabilized as at present, acetate 
of lime quotations remain at the estab- 
lished level, with a price of $4@4.05 at 
the works. 

ALUM.—The sold up condition of the 
alum market, which has prevailed for 
some time, still continues, some pro- 
ducers of the ammonia qualities being 
out of the market For the lump an 
inside price of 4%c. a pound has been 
heard, although the second hands are 
naming from 7% to 8\%c. for the small 
holdings at their disposal. Ground 
nd powdered in the sedond hands 
market are quoted at 84@8'%c. and 
8%@9c., although the latter figure is 
more or less nominal. The producer’s 
figures of 4%c. serve as a quotation 
merely, for it is doubtful if much busi- 
ness can be done at the price named 
Lump potash alum still. holds around 
11@12c., a half cent either way being 
named, according to holders, who have 
little available. In the chrome am- 
monia and chrome potash qualities the 
market is quiet. with a holder’s quo- 
tation of 17%@18%c. for the former, 
and 20%@22c. for the latter variety. 

ALUMINUM -HYDRATE.—In this 
market prices hold at previous levels, 
with a firm undertone due to small 
stocks and a steady demand. Prices 
named by leading sellers are on a 
basis of 17@18c. per pound for the 
light, prompt shipment, with the heavy 
quotation ranging about 11@12c, a 
pound. 

ANTIMONY OXIDE.—With routine 
demand only and without new features 
the prices are held at the repeated fig- 
ures of 15@16c. per pound, according 
to quantity and quality. Needle an- 
timony holds at 13%@l14c. per pound, 
and there is a fair call reported for 
the golden and crimson varieties at the 
unchanged prices of 28@30c. per pound, 
and 45@47c. per pound, respectively. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—In this market 
government requirements exercise a 
controlling influence with the estab- 
lished prices prevailing w.th producers 
who are confining their attention to the 
Federal requirements. AS a result 
supplies of high test ammonia are dif- 
ficult to obtain, with second hands ask- 
ing from 16c. a pound upward for the 
high test, although onlv small quan- 
tities are available. The government 
fixed prices are:—6@8c. per pound for 
the 16-degree; 7@9c. for th 20-degree, 
and 8%@10%c. per pound for the 26- 
degree in carboys, according to quan- 
tity, 

ARSENIC.—There was no change in 
the market for arsenic with the good 
activity reported for future deliveries. 
Government-fixed prices prevail, from 


9c. for carloads to lle. per pound for 
smaller quantities of the white mate- 
rial.

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Pro- 
ducers are not in a position to accept 


new business requiring immediate 
shipment, and are confining their ac- 
tivities to business for delivery over 
1919. This is quoted at 2%c. per pound 
for barrels and 2%c. per pound for kegs 
at works. Only small stocks are to 
be found available in the spot mar- 
ket, and these are tightly held by sec- 
ond hands, who report some sales of 
barrels at 3%c. per pound, and offers 
of kegs at 4c. per pound. The market 
is firm 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The situ 
ation in this market is similar to that 
in many others where the commodity 
enters into government consumption. 
Producers have booked the greater 
part of their output months ahead, 
with probably one-half taken by the 
government. The result is that the 
outside market is strong, with no pros- 
pect of shading, in fact with small 
quantities available only from second- 
hands the price has a tendency up- 
ward. Prices at the close of the week 
were on a basis of 5%@6c., although 
64%@7c. was quoted. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—(See market re- 
port on Copper Sulphate). 

BRIMSTONE.—The situation in this 
market is One of nominal prices, due 
to the fact that new business can not 
be taken by producers unless govern- 
ment requirements’ shal] have been 
met. The range then is from $30 to 
$35 per ton at the mines. The ruling 
by Federal officials that brimstone 
may not be used for sulphuric acid 
production when pyrites can be ob- 
tained has not yet been reflected in the 
quotations. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE. — 
Government control has been extend- 
ed to this material through its regu- 
lation of chlorine and chlorine prod- 
ucts. The Federai control body has 
recently ruled on the essential rating 
of many of the products into which 
chlorine has gone, with the re- 
sult that many such manufacturers in 
the future will have to purchase their 
supplies in the Open market, as their 
ability to secure supplies from pro- 
ducers is, to say the least, problemati- 
Cal and contigent on release of» the 
same to them by the government. The 
price of 30c. per pound is said to be 
more or less nominal and there is 
little material in the open market. De- 
mand is reported good. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Future busi- 
ness is slow and competition is report- 
ed among the prominent selling inter- 
ests. Prominent ‘sellers in the spot 
market reported sales of 38@92 per 
cent. material at 70c. per pound, f. o. 
b. works. The 70@75 per cent. test 
goods passed on the basis of 60c per 
pound. Inquiry os said to have been 
excellent throughout the periad, but 
the bulk of transactions is being based 
on nearby deliveries. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Higher levels are 
expected by the leading factors in the 
trade, and the general undertone of the 
market is described as firm. Stocks 
have fallen away from the proportions 
noted in previous months with the re- 
sult that offers are not being pushed 
strongly at the present writing. Prices 
have been thoroughly ma‘ntained on 
the spot, the prevailing level being 42 
@4% per pound, according to seller. 
Second hands were quoting at 4.40@ 
4.45 through brokers. Prominent sel!- 
ers refused to shade the 4%c. per 
pound figure. Offerings are not heavy 
and the undertone of the market 1s 
distinctly firmer under the absence of 
reseller’s operations. Demand is con- 
fined to domestic needs. Prices will 
react more promptly if there is any re- 
v‘sion of export. restrictions. Pro- 
ducers are booking business over next 
year at 3%c. per pound on the 60 per 
cent. material at the works. Closing 
prices were as follows:—Ground caus- 
tic, 54%@5%c.; for shipments at works 
and 5c. per ‘pound on the spot, Pow- 
dered caustic stands at parity with the 
ground geods. Small flakes, 76 per 
cent. test, 6@614c. New business for 
the coming year is quoted at 444c. per 
pound for flakes, the price ruling at 
the works for the material of 60 per 
cent. test. \ 

CHLORATE OF POTASH. — F'rst 
hands are quoting material for do- 
mestic consumption as well as for ex- 
port at 40@41ic. per pound. Inquiry for 
export is said to continue good, ani 
sales on this account bulked a fair 
volume. Export shipments for the 
month of August were noted as per

CHLORATE OF SODA. — Textile 
mills are reported placing contracts on 
the basis of 18c. per pound for material 
in first hands. Demand is _ reported 
fair and a ready market is found for 
the output of the moment. Resellers 
report sales of small lots at 24@25c. per 
pound. 

COPPER CARBONATE.—Stocks are 
reported in fair condition, and a steady 
business is be'ng done on the spot. 
Demand is routine at the moment, ant 
the market is without especial feature 
at the close of the period. The price 
generally quoted on the spot was 30@ 
31c. per pound. 

COPPER SULPHATE.—The market 
continues in firm position as concerns 
copper sulphate of blue vitriol and 
prices show no change from ther pre- 
vious levels. Producers have reported 
during the period that their output is 
well taken up at the moment and that 
there is little material moving in other 
than routine channels. Prompt ship- 
ment goods are quoted at 944@9%ec. per 
pound for the large standard; 99 per 
cent. crystals with the smaller, 98 to 99 
per cent. crystals were mentioned at 
9% @8%c. per pound. g 

COPPERAS. — Supplies are limited 
and are held in firm hands, who quote 
consistently at 2@2%c. per pound. 
Production is being absorbed promptly 
by regular buyers, and the demand 
holds good at the close of the period. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—One_ large 
producer of the material names 30c. per 
pound for the material, while second 
hands are firm in their quotations of 
40@42c. per pound. The general situa- 
tion is quiet at present, but trading 
seems confined to small amounts. 

FLUORIDE OF SODA. — Routine 
demands feature the market at the mo- 
ment, and the price remains quotably 
unchanged at 17@18c. per pound.

ACETIC.—Fundamental cond tions 
remain unchanged at the close of the 
week.

MURIATIC.—Second-hands are of- 
fering negligible amounts and there 
are but limited quantities available on 
spot. Producers are pressed to meet 
the orders on hand. Prices rule firmly 
on the basis of $1.90@2.15 per, hundred 
pounds for the 18 degree’ acid and $2.05 
(@2.30 for the 20 degree. The 22 de- 
gree material is noted at $2.55@2.80 
per hundred pounds. Second-hand 
quotations are slightly in advance of 
the above, the 22 degree material being 
reported at $3.50 per hundred pounds. 

NITRIC.,—As the government is tak- 
ing practically the entire output at the 
moment, nothing but small quantities 
are available for other consumers. 
Market conditions remain without not- 
able change and. prices ruled at the 
government fixed: levels of 8%c. per 
pound for 42 deg. Baume for acid in 
carboys, the quotation be'ng applica- 
ble at producers’ works. 

OXALIC.—Very little interest exists 
on the spot and the undertones are 
decidedly weak at the close of the 
period. Sales are featured by small 
quantity transactions. ‘The domestic 
material js quoted at 40@42c. per 
pound, the figure varying as to seller 
and quantity.

SULPHURIC.—Consumers other than 
those using material on government 
account are receiving but small allot- 
ments of the mater‘al, as the bulk of 
output is-moving toward the channels 
directly connected with the prime busi- 
ness of the government. Recently- 
scheduled rates are in effect and, of 
course, affect the market but little, if 
at all. For 66-degree ac'd, the price 
is now $25 per ton for bulk shipments 
in tanks and $16 per ton for the 60-de- 
gree material in tanks, ex-works. 
Oleum is now quoted at the new fig- 
ure of $28 per ton.

JAPAN CHEMICAL MARKET. 


Tokio, Sept. 16, 1918. 


ACIDS—Are extremely weak and there is 
small prospect for their early recovery. Muri- 
atic acid Is particularly weak and 20 per cent. 
goods are obtainable at 4 yen per 100 pounds. 
The main cause for this weak condition of 
muriatic acid is to be found in the extreme 
cheapness of subsulphite of soda. Acetic acid 
is weakening on account of the slackening de- 
mand and the increasing offers from manu- 
facturers, The 96 per cent. goods for tech- 
nical uses are quoted at 0.68 yen per pound, 
while 48 per cent. goods are offered at 0.36 
yen per pound, Nitric acid is in weak de- 
mand, but owing to the restricted supply its 
tone is going to improve. Forty per cent. 
goods are quoted at 15 yen per 100 pounds, 

ALUM AND ALUMINA—Are unchanged, but 
their prices tend downward. The former is 
quoted at 8 yen per 100 pounds, while the 
latter is freely offered at 5.50 per 100 pounds. 

BLEACHING POWDER-—Is overproduced and 
its market is saddled with an extremely large 
amount of cargo, Holders are trying to get 
rid of their goods, even below the market 





prices, The current price is 5.80 yen per 100 
pounds, but actual business is closed mostly 
at 5.50 yen per 100 pounds. " 

CREOSOTE OIL-—Is arriving in increasing 
quantities and Tokio exporters have a plenti- 
ful stock to offer. Demand here is, however, 
not vety active. The ruling price is 3.80 yen ~ 
per, can containing 1 to 3% gallons, 

POTASHES—Have markedly weakened since 
last report except potash bichromate, Potash 
carbonate 90 per cent. is now quoted at 40 
yen per 100 pounds, which is a decline of 3 
yen from last week, Potash prussiate red 
and yellow are quoted at 3.60 and 1.65 yen, 
respectively, ner pound. These figures are a 
decline of 0.10 yen from last week. Potash 
permanganese is quoted at 3.60 yen per pound, 
This figure is also a decline of 0.10 yen. 
Potash bichromate is getting further active 
on the increasing foreign demand, but on ac- 
count of the plentiful cargo in the market 
its price remains unchanged at 8.30 yen per 
100 pounds, 

SULPHATE OF COPPER—Is very weak, 
and even the comparatively high price kept 
up for copper does not prop it up. It is now 
quoted at 27 yen per 100 pounds. 

SULPHUR-—Is still extremely strong on ac- 
count of the failure on the part of mine 
operators to increase their output and the 
consequent reduction in the visible cargo in 
the market, The price is steadily going up. 
The ruling figure is 70 yen per ton.

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ALCOHOL IN AFRICA. 


Use as Motor Fuel Creates Interest 
in Production There. 


The importance of establishing in the 
South African Union a permanent supply 
of motor fuel, quite apart from the many 
other purposes for which this spirit 
would be of great value, may be = indi- 
cated to some extent by the following 
figures showing the increase in the value 
of motor cars and motorcycles imported 
into South Africa during the three years 
preceding the war:—Motor cars, £869,977 in 
1911, £577,924 in 1912, and £1,100,867 in 1913; 
motorcycles, £72,938 in 1911, £154,236 in 
1912, and £223,524 in 1913. All the motor 
spirits consumed in South Africa are 
imported from oversea, and 5,217,914 gal- 
lons, valued at £274,712, were imported 


during 1915. 

The use of cheap industrial alcohol in 
oversea countries has led to market ex- 
pansion in trade, and expansion may be 
anticipated in South Africa if duty-free 
alcohol were obtainable for manufactur- 


ing purposes. 

The present regulations operate ad- 
versely, though in differing degrees, in 
the manufacture of transparent soap, var- 
nish, acetic acid, etc. In the case of 
soap, the South African manufacturer has 
to pay 2s. per proof gallon on the alcohol 
employed, which amoutns to between 10 
and 20 per cent. by weight of the soap, 
and this is all lost during manufacture 
without any equivalent soap weight being 
obtained. In the case of acetic acid of 
6 per cent. strength, manufactured in 
South Africa, excise duty is payable on 
alcohol at the rate of 1s. rer gallon. 

If made from rebated alcohol, upon 
which the duty is 2s. per gallon, since 
0.12 gallon is required for 1 gallon of 
acetic acid, the total excise duty is 1s. 3d. 
per gallon. On the other hand, the import 
duty on acetic acid of the same strength 
is only Jg. 1d. per gallon (or Is., if of 
British manufacture), and the alcohol 
used in the United Kingdom is free of 
excise duty, thus placing the South Afri- 
can manufacturers at a considerable dis- 
advantage. In the case of spirit varnish, 
the excise and import duties act even 
more markedly in favor of the imported 
article and against the local products. In 
some countries varnish can be made with 
duty-free alcohol, and on importation it 
pays a duty of only 2s. per imperial gal- 
lon. Assuming that 1 gallon of finished 
varnish contains 88 per cent. of alcohol, 
corresponding to about 1.55 gallons, the 
local manufacturer would pay 3s. 114d. 
excise duty per gallon, as against the 
import duty of 2s. only. 

These instances serve to indicate to 
what extent the ability to obtain and 
use duty-free alcohol would benefit South 
African manufacturers, and the board on 
November 29, 1917, forwarded to the gov- 
ernment the following recommenda- 
tions:— 

1. That, with the exception of spirits in the 
preparation of medicinal articles, perfumery 
and the like, industrial alcohol, suitably de- 
natured, may be used ror manufacturing pur- 
poses, duty free. 

2. That spirits used in the manufacture of 
such preparations—i. e., for medicinal pur- 
poses, perfumery, etc—should pay a duty of 
2s. per proof gallon, the final product to be 
unpotable ag beverage. 

3. That spirits required by scientific and 
teaching institutions for teaching and research

Up Loss Through Jersey 
Explosion. 


Washington, Oct. 10, 1918. 


Clarion call to all the munitions and ex- 
plosives plants of the country by speed- 
ing up on production to make good the 
serious loss to the military supply caus- 
ed by the explosions at the T. A. Gilles- 
pie Company's plant in New Jersey 
has been issued by Secretary Lane, as 
chairman of the Field Division of the 
Council of National Defenge. 

Government officials in charge of war 
program and in keeping the production 
of explosives keyed up to the _  tre- 
mendous demand from overseas frankly 
admits that the war supply has suffered 
a very serious set-back through the 
wastage of so many tons of the most 
important explosives and the wreckage 
of the plant. They are hopeful, how- 
ever, that by prompt action in rebuild- 
ing this plant and in authorizing the 
construction of other T. N. T. plants, 
and by calling upon the other works 
engaged on explosives to put on all the 
extra steam and elbow-power possible 
that what might easily have been an 
irreparable calamity will be happily 
averted through the energy of the 
American people. 

Telegrams by the score came promptly 
to Secretary Lane assuring him that all 
other explosives plants are entering 
heartily into this increased production 
solution of a grave difficulty. 


SULPHURIC ACID. 





Plants will Be Erected in Pennsylvania 


by Government at Cost of 
$3,000,000. 


Washington, Get. 10, 1918. 


Two sulphuric acid plants, to be erected 
by the construction division of the army 
and to be operated by the government, 
have been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. They will both be located in Penn- 
sylvania, and the cost of both plants will 
be $3,000,000. 

One plant will be located at Emporium, 
while the other will be erected at Mt. 
Union. 

The Emporium plant will consist of 
eight units on a site which has been se- 
lected upon Driftwood creek, close to the 
plants of the Aetna Explosive Company 
and the Emporium Iron Company. In 
the event that suffic'ent power cannot be 
obtained from the plant of the iron com- 
pany, a one thousand. kilowatt power 
plant will be erected. The estimated cost 
of this plant is $2,000,000. 

The Mt. Union plant will be erected ad- 
jacent to the plant of the Aetna Explosive 
Company. Twenty acres of land. nave 
been purchased at $56 an acre. The con- 
tract has been awarded to the Leonard 
Construction Company. The prenaration 
of ajl plans and specifications, in addition 
to the supervis'on of the work, will be 
under the direction of the construction 
division.

RULES AMENDED 


New General Permit Ex- 
cludes Many Commodi- 


ties in Great Demand. 
Washington, Oct. 11, 1918. 
The War Trade Board announces the 
issuance of a new general import license 


.to be known as PBF No. 27, which will’ 


be effective for shipments made on or 
after October 1, 1918. This license covers 
the importation into the United States 
from the United Kingdom, France and 
Italy, or their European or Mediterranean 


African possessions or protectorates, of 
all commodities, except those hereinafter 
enumerated, provided the specific goods 
sought to be imported originated in said 
countries or in said possessions or pro- 
tectorates, 

The following commodities are specific- 
ally excluded from the terms of this li- 
cense:— 

Aloxite and borocarbone, asbestos, as- 
Phalt, borax, caffeine, casein, castor beans 
and castor oil, chloride of lime, chrome, 
chrome ore and chemicals extracted 
therefrom, cobalt, cobalt ore and chemi- 
cals extracted therefrom, coconut meat, 
cotton seed and products, cyanide of 
scda, flaxseed or linseed, gelatine and 
manufactures thereof, graphite or plum- 
bago, and aphite crucibles, gypsum, 
lead, lime, nitrate of soda, o'ls, animal; 
oils, expressed vegetable; paraffin, plati- 
num and manufactures of; pyrites, shel- 
lac and all lacs, starch, tanning materials, 
and substances from which same can 
be extracted, 

American consuls in the countries af- 
fected by this new general import license 
have been instructed to certify invoices 
for all shipments included within the 
terms of this general license without fur- 
ther official instructions or officjal noti- 
fication of individual import licefse num- 
bers, The consuls will, however, indorse 
on all such invoices covered by this gen- 
eral license “PBF No. 27,” in the same 
manner as is now done in the case of 
commodities covered by other general 
licenses. 

The list of commodities above enum- 

erated is a tentative one. A detailed list 
classified according to the tariff para- 
graphs is being prepared and will be an- 
nounced shortly. 
_ This new general license purposes to 
include commodities whose importations 
from Europe has been entirely unre- 
stricted and whose distribution in this 
country has not been controlled; also, 
with certain exceptions, those commodi- 
ties whose importation has _ heretofore 
been allowed under the backhaul privi- 
lege from convenient European and Medi- 
terranean African ports.

Revised Regulations Governing the 


Expiration Day of Licenses. 
The War Trade Board announces that 
on and after September 30, 1918, export 
licenses shail be deemed to have been 
used within the period of their validity:— 
(a) If the through export bill of lading is 
issued and signed on or before the expiration 
date of the license and subsequent to October 


9, 1917; or, 

(b) If the ocean bill of lading is dated on or 
before the expiration date of the license; or, 

(c) If the dock receipt is dated on or before 

the expiration date of the license and the 
ocean bill of lading covering the same ship- 
ment is dated not oo thirty days after 
he expiration date 0 e license; or, 
(a) it the railroad notice of arrival issued 
at the port of exportation is dated on or be- 
fore the expiration date of the license and 
if the ocean bill of lading covering the same 
shipment is dated not later than. ten days 
after the expiration date of the license, pro- 
vided that the provisions of this paragraph 
(ad) shall apply only when the merchandise Is 
exported on vessels loaded at railroad docks, 
where dock receipts as provided in paragraph 
(b) cannot be issued by the vessel or its 
agents; or, 

(e) If the shipment is on a lighter which 
arrives on or before the expiration date of 
the license, alongside the vessel upon which 
the shipment is to be loaded, and if the ship- 
ment is, in fact, loaded on that vessel and 
ocean bill of lading is signed not later than | 
thirty days after the expiration date of the 
license. 7 

The railroad agent issuing a through export 
bill of lading (combination rail and steamship 
bi!l covering goods to destination) will for- 
ward to the Bureau of Exports, War Trade 
Board, Washington. C., one copy of such 
bill of lading after there has been noted there- 
on the port of exit through which the ship- 
ment will pass.
